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Declaration  of  Independence 

In  CONGRESS,  July  4,  1776 


The  unanimous  Declaration  of  the 

HEN  in  the  Course  of  human  events,  it  be- 
comes necessary  for  one  people  to  dissolve  the 
political  bands  which  have  connected  them  with  an- 
other, and  to  assume  among  the  powers  of  the  earth, 
the  separate  and  equal  station  to  which  the  Laws  of 
Nature  and  of  Nature's  God  entitle  them,  a  decent 
respect  to  the  opinions  of  mankind  requires  that  they 
should  declare  the  causes  which  impel  them  to  the 
separation. — We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self-evident, 
that  all  men  are  created  equal,  that  they  are  endowed 
by  their  Creator  with  certain  unalienable  Rights,  that 
among  these  are  Life,  Liberty  and  the  pursuit  of 
Happiness. — That  to  secure  these  rights,  Governments 
are  instituted  among  Men,  deriving  their  just  powers 
from  the  consent  of  the  governed, — That  whenever 
any  Form  of  Government  becomes  destructive  of 
these  ends,  it  is  the  Right  of  the  People  to  alter  or  to 
abolish  it,  and  to  institute  new  Government,  laying 
its  foundation  on  such  principles  and  organizing  its 
powers  in  such  form,  as  to  them  shall  seem  most  likely 
to  effect  their  Safety  and  Happiness.  Prudence,  in- 
deed, will  dictate  that  Governments  long  established 
should  not  be  changed  for  light  and  transient  causes; 
and  accordingly  all  experience  hath  shewn,  that  man- 
kind are  more  disposed  to  suffer,  while  evils  are  suffer- 
able,  than  to  right  themselves  by  abolishing  the  forms 
to  which  they  are  accustomed.  Rut  when  a  long  train 
of  abuses  and  usurpations,  pursuing  invariably  the 
same  Object  evinces  a  design  to  reduce  them  under 
absolute  Despotism,  it  is  their  right,  it  is  their  duty, 
to  throw  off  such  Government,  and  to  provide  new 
Guards  for  their  future  security. — Such  has  been  the 
patient  sufferance  of  these  Colonies;  and  such  is  now 
the  necessity  which  constrains  them  to  alter  their 
former  Systems  of  Government.  The  history  of  the 
present  King  of  Great  Britain  is  a  history  of  repeated 
injuries  and  usurpations,  all  having  in  direct  object  the 
establishment  of  an  absolute  Tyranny  over  these 
States.  To  prove  this,  let  Facts  be  submitted  to  a 
candid  world. — He  has  refused  his  Assent  to  Laws, 
the  most  wholesome  and  necessary  for  the  public 
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good. — He  has  forbidden  his  Governors  to  pass  Laws 
of  immediate  and  pressing  importance,  unless  sus- 
pended in  their  operation  till  his  Assent  should  be 
obtained;  and  when  so  suspended,  he  has  utterly  neg- 
lected to  attend  to  them. — He  has  refused  to  pass 
other  Laws  for  the  accommodation  of  large  districts 
of  people,  unless  these  people  would  relinquish  the 
right  of  Representation  in  the  Legislature,  a  right  in- 
estimable to  them  and  formidable  to  tyrants  only. — 
He  has  called  together  legislative  bodies  at  places  un- 
usual, uncomfortable,  and  distant  from  the  depository 
of  their  public  Records,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  fatigu- 
ing them  into  compliance  with  his  measures. — He  has 
dissolved  Representative  Houses  repeatedly,  for  oppos- 
ing with  manly  firmness  his  invasions  on  the  rights  of 
the  people. — He  has  refused  for  a  long  time,  after  such 
dissolutions,  to  cause  others  to  be  elected:  whereby 
the  Legislative  powers,  incapable  of  Annihilation,  have 
returned  to  the  People  at  large  for  their  exercise;  the 
State  remaining  in  the  mean  time  exposed  to  all  the) 
dangers  of  invasion  from  without,  and  convulsionsl 
within. — He  has  endeavoured  to  prevent  the  population 
of  these  States;  for  that  purpose  ohstructing  the  Laws 
for  Naturalization  of  Foreigners;  refusing  to  pasa 
others  to  encourage  their  migrations  hither,  and  raising! 
the  conditions  of  new  Appropriations  of  Lands. — He 
has  obstructed  the  Administration  of  Justice,  by  rei 
fusing  his  Assent  to  Laws  for  establishing  Judiciary 
powers. — He  has  made  Judges  dependent  on  his  Will 
alone,  for  the  tenure  of  their  offices,  and  the  amount 
and  payment  of  their  salaries. — He  has  erected  a 
multitude  of  New  Offices,  and  sent  hither  swarms  of 
Officers  to  harass  our  people,  and  eat  out  their  sub- 
stance.— He  has  kept  among  us,  in  times  of  peace, 
Standing  Armies  without  the  Consent  of  our  legisla- 
tures.— He  has  affected  to  render  the  Military  inde- 
pendent of  and  superior  to  the  Civil  power. — He  had 
combined  with  others  to  subject  us  to  a  jurisdiction 
foreign  to  our  constitution,  and  unacknowledged  by 
our  laws;  giving  his  \ssent  to  their  Acts  of  pretended| 
Legislation: — For  quartering  large  bodies  of  armed 


troops  among  us: — For  protecting  them,  by  a  mock 
Trial,  from  punishment  for  any  Murders  which  they 
should  commit  on  the  Inhabitants  of  these  States: — 
For  cutting  off  our  Trade  with  all  parts  of  the  world: 
— For  imposing  Taxes  on  us  without  our  Consent: — 
For  depriving  us  in  many  cases,  of  the  benefits  of  Trial 
by  Jury: — For  transporting  us  beyond  Seas  to  be  tried 
for  pretended  offences: — For  abolishing  the  free  System 
of  English  Laws  in  a  neighbouring  Province,  establish- 
ing therein  an  Arbitrary  government,  and  enlarging 
its  Boundaries  so  as  to  render  it  at  once  an  example 
and  fit  instrument  for  introducing  the  same  absolute 
rule  into  these  Colonies: — For  taking  away  our  Chart- 
ers, abolishing  our  most  valuable  Laws,  and  altering 
fundamentally  the  Forms  of  our  Governments: — For 
suspending  our  own  Legislatures  and  declaring  them- 
selves invested  with  power  to  legislate  for  us  in  all 
cases  whatsoever. — He  has  abdicated  Government  here, 
by  declaring  us  out  of  his  Protection  and  waging  War 
against  us. — He  has  plundered  our  seas,  ravaged  our 
Coasts,  burnt  our  towns,  and  destroyed  the  lives  of 
our  people. — He  is  at  this  time  transporting  large 
Armies  of  foreign  Mercenaries  to  compleat  the  works 
of  death,  desolation  and  tyranny,  already  begun  with 
circumstances  of  Cruelty  &  perfidy  scarcely  paralleled 
in  the  most  barbarous  ages,  and  totally  unworthy  the 
Head  of  a  civilized  nation. — He  has  constrained  our 
fellow  Citizens  taken  Captive  on  the  high  Seas  to  bear 
Arms  against  their  Country,  to  become  the  execution- 
ers of  their  friends  and  Brethren,  or  to  fall  themselves 
by  their  Hands. — He  has  excited  domestic  insurrec- 
tions amongst  us,  and  has  endeavoured  to  bring  on 
the  inhabitants  of  our  frontiers,  the  merciless  Indian 
Savages,  whose  known  rule  of  warfare,  is  an  undis- 
tinguished destruction  of  all  ages,  sexes  and  conditions. 
In  every  stage  of  these  Oppressions  We  have  Petitioned 
for  Bedress  in  the  most  humble  terms:  Our  repeated 


Petitions  have  been  answered  only  by  repeated  injury. 
A  Prince,  whose  character  is  thus  marked  by  every 
act  which  may  define  a  Tyrant,  is  unfit  to  be  the  ruler 
of  a  free  people.  Nor  have  We  been  wanting  in  atten- 
tions to  our  Brittish  brethren.  We  have  warned  them 
from  time  to  time  of  attempts  by  their  legislature  to 
extend  an  unwarrantable  jurisdiction  over  us.  We 
have  reminded  them  of  the  circumstances  of  our 
emigration  and  settlement  here.  We  have  appealed  to 
their  native  justice  and  magnanimity,  and  we  have 
conjured  them  by  the  ties  of  our  common  kindred  to 
disavow  these  usurpations,  which,  would  inevitably 
interrupt  our  connections  and  correspondence  They 
too  have  been  deaf  to  the  voice  of  justice  and  of 
consanguinity.  We  must,  therefore,  acquiesce  in  the 
necessity,  which  denounces  our  Separation,  and  hold 
them,  as  we  hold  the  rest  of  mankind,  Enemies  in  War, 
in  Peace  Kriends. — 

Wk,  therefore,  the  Bepresentatives  of  the  united 
States  of  America,  in  General  Congress,  Assembled, 
appealing  to  the  Supreme  Judge  of  the  world  for  the 
rectitude  of  our  intentions,  do,  in  the  Name,  and  by 
\uthorit>  of  the  good  People  of  these  Colonies, 
solemnly  publish  and  declare,  That  these  United  Col- 
onies are.  and  of  Bight  ought  to  be  Free  \nd  Inde- 
pendent Status;  that  they  are  Absolved  from  all 
Allegiance  to  the  British  Crown,  and  that  all  political 
connection  between  them  and  the  State  of  Great 
Britain,  is  and  ought  to  be  totally  dissolved;  and  that 
as  Free  and  Independent  States,  they  have  full  Power 
to  levy  V\  ar,  conclude  Peace,  contract  Alliances,  estab- 
lish Commerce,  and  to  do  all  other  Acts  and  Things 
whi<  h  Independent  States  may  of  right  do. — And  for 
the  support  of  this  Declaration,  with  a  firm  reliance  on 
the  protection  of  divine  Providence,  we  mutually 
pledge  to  each  other  our  Lives,  our  Fortunes  and  our 
sacred  Honor.

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LOW-INTEREST  MORTGAGES  AVAILABLE  THIS  SUMMER 


The  Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency  (MHFA)  announced  recently  it 
plans  to  sell  single-family  mortgage  purchase  bonds  on  or  around  July  22, 1 983,  to 
provide  approximately  $94  million  in  low-interest  mortgages  to  an  estimated  2,000 
first-time  Massachusetts  homebuyers.  The  MHFA  also  announced  some  revisions 
in  existing  eligibility  guidelines  for  the  low-interest  mortgage  funds  along  with  a  new 
application  procedure  aimed  at  ensuring  the  funds  are  equitably  distributed. 

The  agency  started  working  on  the  bond  issue  last  month,  within  days  of  mak- 
ing $50  million  in  mortgage  funds  available  at  9.7  percent.  Because  of  the  very 
favorable  rate,  the  majority  of  these  funds  were  allocated  by  participating  lenders  to 
borrowers  within  a  matter  of  days. 

MHFA  Executive  Director  John  Blake,  Jr.  said  the  agency  was  able  to  achieve 
the  low  rate  because  of  a  short-term  dip  in  interest  rates  nationally,  and  the  upgrad- 
ing of  the  agency's  bonds  to  A  +  by  Standard  &  Poors  Corporation,  a  national  in- 
vestment rating  service.  "Although  we  won't  know  the  rate  on  the  upcoming  issue 
until  the  bonds  are  soid,"  Blake  said,  "we  expect  it  to  be  about  two  percentage 
points  less  than  conventional  rates  at  the  time."  Blake  said  that  if  market  conditions 
prevented  the  agency  from  being  able  to  provide  mortgages  at  less  than  1 1  per- 
cent, the  agency  would  postpone  the  bond  sale  until  market  conditions  improved. 
The  new  mortgages  will  be  available     Housing  and  Urban  Development. 


for  as  little  as  5  percent  down,  at  a  fixed, 
thirty-year  rate,  and  can  be  used  for  the 
purchase  of  a  newly  constructed,  sin- 
gle-family home,  including  condomin- 
ium, or  the  purchase  or  purchase  and 
rehabilitation  of  an  existing  one-  to  four- 
family  residence. 

To  qualify  for  the  mortgages,  borrow- 
ers must  be  first-time  homebuyers,  de- 
fined as  individuals  who  have  not 
owned  a  home  in  the  past  three  years. 

In  addition,  borrowers  must  meet  in- 
come eligibility  requirements  to  qualify 
for  the  low-interest  mortgages.  The  ad- 
justed gross  household  income  of  appli- 
cants intending  to  purchase  a  home 
within  the  Boston  Standard  Metropoli- 
tan Statistical  Area  can  be  up  to 
$29,000  for  an  individual,  or  $35,000  for 
a  household  of  two.  The  adjusted  gross 
household  income  of  applicants  pur- 
chasing a  home  outside  this  area  can 
be  up  to  $26,000  for  an  individual,  or 
$32,000  for  a  household  of  two.  In  both 
areas,  $3,000  can  be  added  for  each 
additional  dependent  in  households  of 
more  than  two  persons. 

Of  the  mortgage  funds,  30  percent 
will  be  reserved  for  High  Priority  Mort- 
gages. In  addition  to  minority  and  low- 
income  applicants  (low  income 
meaning  50  percent  or  below  of  MHFAs 
income  guidelines)  High  Priority  Mort- 
gage recipients  will  include  persons 
who  plan  to  purchase  and  renovate  a 
home.  Also  targeted  in  this  category  will 
be  persons  applying  in  cooperation  with 
housing  counseling  agencies  which  are 
funded  by  the  U.S.  Department  of 


Other  High  Priority  Mortgages  are  be- 
ing allotted  for  distribution  in  Neighbor- 
hood Preservation  Areas  located  in 
sections  of  Boston,  Brookline,  Cam- 
bridge, Chelsea,  Lowell  and 
Springfield. 

Costs  of  homes  eligible  for  the  low-in- 
terest mortgages  range  from  $77,000 
for  an  existing,  single-family  home  to 
$123,000  for  an  existing,  four-family 
home  within  the  BSMSA.  The  cost  of  a 
newly  constructed,  single-family  resi- 
dence within  the  BSMSA  cannot  ex- 
ceed $86,000.  Outside  this  area,  the 
costs  of  eligible  properties  range  from 
$56,000  for  an  existing,  single-family 
home  to  $89,000  for  an  existing,  four- 
family  home.  The  cost  of  a  newly  con- 
structed, single-family  residence 
outside  the  BSMSA  cannot  exceed 
$71,000. 

Under  a  newly  established  applica- 
tion procedure,  prospective  borrowers 
(except  those  applying  under  certain 
set-aside  programs)  will  be  required  to 
obtain  prenumbered  MHFA  vouchers 
before  submitting  applications  for  mort- 
gage funds.  These  vouchers  are  tenta- 
tively scheduled  to  be  available  at 
participating  lender  locations  starting 
August  3, 1 983.  Vouchers  will  be  distrib- 
uted by  participating  lenders  in  numeri- 
cal order  on  a  first-come,  first-served 
basis. 

Borrowers  will  then  be  instructed  to 
return  to  lender  locations,  with  their 
vouchers,  beginning  on  August9, 1983, 
to  make  application  for  a  mortgage. 
Mortgage  applications  will  be  proc- 


essed by  participating  lenders  accord 
ing  to  a  borrower's  voucher  number. 

No  lender  will  be  permitted  to  distrib 
ute  vouchers,  or  accept  mortgage  appli 
cations,  prior  to  the  dates  mentioned 
above. 

No  documentation  will  be  needed  bv 
borrowers  to  obtain  vouchers.  Theyj 
need  only  state  they  meet  first-tims 
homebuyer  and  income-eligibility  rel 
quirements,  and  that  they  have  found  1 
home  which  they  intend  to  buy  at  a  price! 
which  falls  within  federally  mandated 
acquisition  cost  limits.  When  submit 
ting  a  mortgage  application,  however 
borrowers  will  be  required  to  provide  f 
signed  purchase  and  sales  agreement  i 
and  should  have  signed  copies  of  fed  I 
eral  tax  returns  for  the  past  three  yearn 
to  verify  they  are  first-time  homebuyers 

Lenders  may  charge  borrowers  up  tc 
2  percent  of  the  mortgage  amount  in  ad  I 
dition  to  standard  fees  for  processing 
and  closing  mortgage  loan  applica- 
tions. 

The  mortgage  interest  rate  and  thel 
names  of  lenders  participating  in  thel 
program  will  not  be  available  until  the 
date  the  MHFA  approves  its  bond  sale 
—  tentatively  scheduled  for  July  21,1 
1 983.  The  MHFA  will  publicize  this  infor- 
mation immediately  after  the  approval 
of  the  bond  issue.  This  will  be  approxi- 
mately two  weeks  prior  to  the  date  par- 
ticipating lenders  are  authorized  to  start) 
issuing  vouchers. 


HAPPY  BIRTHDAY  AMERICA! 

This  Fourth  of  July  marks  the  207th 
year  since  the  colonies  declared  their 
independence  from  Great  Britain.  Thel 
Declaration  of  Independence  was! 
adopted  by  the  Continental  Congress 
on  July  4,  1776.  The  document  itself,  ! 
printed  on  parchment,  was  signed  by  I 
members  of  Congress  on  and  after  Au- 1 
gust  2,  1776. 

Boston's  first  celebration  of  the  Dec- 
laration of  Independence  took  place  on  j 
July  18,  1776,  when  the  document  was|: 
publicly  read  from  the  Old  State  House. ! 
The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  thel 
New  England  Chronicle  of  July  25, 1 776:1 

"Thursday  last,  pursuant  to  the  order 
of  the  Honorable  Council,  was  pro- 
claimed from  the  balcony  of  the  State 
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D  House  in  this  town  the  Declaration  of 
lijthe  American  Congress  absolving  the 
J  United  Colonies  from  their  allegiance  to 
!the  British  crown,  and  declaring  them 
free  and  independent  states.  There  was 
;j present  on  the  occasion  in  the  council 
"  J  chamber  a  committee  of  council,  a  num- 
*|ber  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
Jthe  magistrates,  selectmen,  and  other 
;Jgentlemen  of  Boston  and  other  neigh- 
l\ boring  towns;  also  the  commission  of  of- 
ficers of  the  Continental  regiments 
Istationed  here,  and  other  officers.  Two 
1  of  these  regiments  were  under  arms  in 
King  Street,  formed  into  three  lines  on 
"  the  North  side  of  the  street  and  in  thir- 
teen divisions,  and  a  detachment  from 
r  the  Massachusetts  regiment  of  artillery, 
:;  with  two  pieces  of  cannon,  was  on  their 
'ight  wing.  At  one  o'clock  the  Declara- 
;■  :ion  was  proclaimed  by  Colonel  Thomas 
:;  Crafts,  which  was  received  with  great 
;  ioy,  expressed  by  three  huzzas  (cheers) 
s  from  a  great  concourse  of  people  as- 
;-  sembled  on  the  occasion.  After  which, 
j  on  a  signal  given,  thirteen  pieces  of  can- 
!  ion  were  fired  from  the  fort  on  Forthill; 

the  forts  at  Dorchester  Neck,  the  Cas- 
;  tie,  Nantasket,  and  Point  Alderton  like- 
:  mse  discharged  their  cannon.  Then  the 
:  detachment  of  artillery  fired  their  can- 
:;  ion  thirteen  times,  which  was  followed 
oy  the  two  regiments  giving  their  fire 
■  from  the  thirteen  divisions  in  succes- 
3  sion.  These  firings  correspond  to  the 
'  number  of  American  states  united.  The 
:  ceremony  was  closed  with  a  proper  col- 
:  lation  to  the  gentlemen  in  the  council 
chamber,  and  toasts  were  given  by  the 
Coresident  of  the  council,  and  heartily 
oledged  by  the  company.  The  bells  in 
town  were  rung  on  the  occasion,  and 
undissembled  festivity  cheered  and 

"  orightened  every  face.

ji  "On  the  same  evening,  the  King's

A   Thus  did  Boston  begin  the  observ- 
f  ance  of  a  holiday  in  celebration  of  the 
birth  of  our  nation.  Today  the  cannons 
are  replaced  by  fireworks,  regiments 
-^marching  by  parades.  The  spirit  re- 
■|  mains  the  same.  This  Fourth  of  July 
:  Bostonians  will  once  again  assemble  to 
■;.  celebrate  America's  independence  with 
"undissembled  festivity." 


BOSTON  RENT  EQUITY  BOARD 
TO  ALLOW  GRIEVANCES 

The  Rent  Equity  Board  (REB)  of  the 
City  of  Boston  today  voted  (3  to  2)  to  give 
an  additional  protection  to  29,000  de- 
controlled Boston  tenants  by  allowing 
tenants  to  dispute  rent  hikes  which  ex- 
ceed the  consumer  price  index  (CPI)  of 
the  previous  twelve  months.  The  pro- 
tected tenants  include  all  elderly,  handi- 
capped, and  low-  to  moderate-income 
tenants  who  live  in  decontrolled  apart- 
ments. 

The  REB  vote  was  based  on  the  rent 
control-condominum  conversion  ordi- 
nance that  Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  signed 
on  January  10,  1983,  which  expands 
tenant  protection  against  unreasonable 
rent  increases.  The  ordinance  stipu- 
lates that  the  REB  determine  the  level  at 
which  a  tenant  can  grieve  a  rent  in- 
crease. 

Michael  Donovan,  administrator  of 
the  REB,  said,  "If  an  elderly,  handi- 
capped, or  low-  to  moderate-income 
tenant  receives  an  increase  beyond  the 
CPI  (estimated  at  4  percent),  he  or  she 
has  the  right  to  petition  for  a  grievance 
hearing  to  decide  if  the  rent  increase  is 
excessive." 

"The  REB's  decision  was  based  on 
the  understanding  that  landlords  have 
made  a  commitment  to  share  any  tax  re- 
ductions with  tenants,"  said  Mark 
Goldweitz,  the  landlord  representative 
to  the  REB.

BOSTON  AGENCIES  GET 
FEDERAL  FUNDS 

As  a  result  of  the  Federal  Jobs  Bill,  en- 
acted this  March,  $220,416  will  be 
awarded  to  qualified  nonprofit  agencies 
in  Boston  to  supplement  their  food  and 
shelter  programs. 

A  local  board  has  recommended  that 
thirty-six  agencies  —  all  of  which  are  ex- 
perienced in  the  delivery  of  emergency 
food  and  shelter  —  receive  grants  rang- 
ing from  $675  to  $20,000.  The  recom- 


mendation comes  from  representatives 
of  the  Mayor's  Office,  American  Red 
Cross,  Council  of  Churches,  the  Salva- 
tion Army,  Combined  Jewish  Philan- 
thropies, the  Catholic  Charitable 
Bureau,  and  the  United  Way  of  Massa- 
chusetts Bay. 

This  local  board  parallels  a  national 
board,  which  must  approve  all  grants. 
The  national  board,  chaired  by  the  Fed- 
eral Emergency  Management  Agency 
and  assisted  by  the  United  Way  of 
America,  fiscal  agent,  had  chosen  com- 
munities nationwide  as  recipients  of  an 
overall  $50-million  grant.  The  selection 
was  based  on  several  criteria,  including 
the  number  of  unemployed  and  home- 
less people  in  each  area. 

Under  the  same  Jobs  Bill,  an  addi- 
tional $50  million  is  to  be  distributed  to 
the  fifty  states,  with  Massachusetts  re- 
ceiving nearly  $1.3  million.  The  states 
will  allocate  funds  to  public  and  private 
agencies,  including  United  Way  affili- 
ates, that  serve  hungry  and  homeless 
people  in  high-need  areas. 

"With  the  infusion  of  federal  money 
into  our  area,"  said  Robert  X.  Chandler, 
executive  vice-president,  United  Way  of 
Massachusetts  Bay,  "the  United  Way 
has  the  opportunity  to  work  in  partner- 
ship with  the  public  sector  and  private 
charities  to  avoid  duplication  of  service 
and  to  ensure  that  urgent  human  needs 
are  met  quickly  and  fairly." 
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BUS  SERVICE  IMPROVED 

MBTA  General  Manager  James  F. 
O'Leary  announced  that  effective  with 
the  start  of  the  transit  authority's  Sum- 
mer Timetable  on  Saturday,  June  18, 
weekday  evening  and  weekend  service 
on  a  variety  of  bus  routes  serving  Bos- 
ton's Downtown  Crossing  was  being  ex- 
panded. 

"With  later  shopping  hours  at  many 
Downtown  Crossing  stores  and  Sunday 
shopping  now  in  effect,  the  MBTA  wants 
to  make  sure  that  there  is  sufficient  pub- 
lic transportation  services  for  the  con- 
venience of  shoppers  and  store 
employees,"  said  O'Leary. 

O'Leary  said  the  MBTA  had  been 
working  together  with  the  Downtown 
Crossing  Merchants  Association,  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  the  MBTA  Advisory 
Board  to  target  areas  where  service  im- 
provements would  best  suit  the  needs 
of  urban  and  suburban  shoppers  travel- 
ing to  the  Downtown  Crossing.

FOCUS  ON  HEALTH 

Your  Lungs 
The  Air  You  Breathe 

Most  of  the  vital  organs  in  your  body 
are  sheltered  from  the  outside  environ- 
ment. But  your  lungs  are  almost  directly 
in  contact  with  the  world  —  the  air  — 
outside.  Some  lung  disease  results 
from  inherited  factors.  But  a  great  deal 
of  damage  to  the  lungs  begins  with  the 
germs  and  irritants  we  breathe. 

In  that  pint  of  air  you  just  inhaled  there 
were  millions  of  particles  you  cannot 
see.  Whether  you  live  in  the  city  or  the 
country,  there  was  dirt,  dust,  specks  of 
soot,  and  a  host  of  other  irritants  and 
harmful  pollutants.  Cars,  trucks,  power 
plants,  incinerators,  and  furnaces  spew 
hydrocarbons,  sulfur  dioxide,  and  other 
harmful  pollutants  into  the  air  that  you 
breathe  into  your  lungs. 

If  you  smoke,  you  inhale  directly  into 
your  lungs  gases  like  carbon  monoxide 
as  well  as  tars  and  nicotine.  Tars  stain 
your  lungs  and  can  cause  cancer.  Nico- 
tine narrows  your  blood  vessels  and 
cuts  down  the  flow  of  oxygen  to  your 
body.  Carbon  monoxide  literally  drives 
out  oxygen  from  your  red  blood  cells. 
Even  one  puff  on  a  cigarette  seriously 
disrupts  the  flow. 

Cigarette  Smoke  and  Pollutants 

The  major  cause  of  chronic  lung  dis- 
ease is  cigarette  smoking.  Air  pollution 
aggravates  the  condition. 

When  you  inhale  cigarette  smoke  and 
pollutants  in  the  air,  irritating  gases  and 
particles  cause  one  line  of  defense  in 
your  lungs  —  the  cilia  —  to  slow  down. 
Cilia  are  microscopic  hairs,  tens  of  mil- 
lions of  them  along  your  air  passages. 
Normally,  they  wave  back  and  forth 
about  twelve  times  a  second.  Cilia 
sweep  out  germs  and  dirt  before  they 


get  deep  into  your  lungs.  But  even  on<  J 
puff  on  a  cigarette  slows  them  downj 
Years  of  smoking  and  exposure  to  ai 
pollution  can  paralyze  or  destroy  tM 
cilia.  This  opens  your  lungs  to  all  kind;! 
of  infections. 

Cigarette  smoke  and  pollutants  als< 
constrict  your  air  passages  and  mak| 
breathing  more  difficult.  Both  slow 
down  the  activity  of  scavenger  cells 
called  macrophages  that  literally  eat  u« 
invading  substances. 

Chronic  Lung  Disease 

A  cough  that  lasts  is  a  sign  of  troublel 
Coughing  is  one  way  the  body  tries  tt 
get  rid  of  excess  phlegm  (mucus).  Nor 
mally,  the  mucus  moves  from  tht 
breathing  passages  up  toward  th« 
mouth,  swept  along  by  the  cilia.  The 
moving  carpet  of  mucus  collects  din 
and  germs  along  the  way.  But  when  th( 
cilia  stop  moving,  the  mucus  accumu 
lates. 

Coughing  shakes  loose  this  sticky! 
collection  of  mucus,  dirt,  and  germs) 
But  in  the  meantime,  the  dirt  irritates  the 
air  passages,  and  the  germs  have  a 
chance  to  reproduce  and  invade  the] 
body  tissues.  Excess  mucus  is  sel 
creted.  Then  coughing  becomes  almost 
constant. 

A  cough  you  can't  shake  can  be  aj 
symptom  of  the  lung  disease  called 
chronic  bronchitis.  The  symptoms  are  a 
cough  that  lasts  for  at  least  three 
months,  comes  and  goes  with  colds] 
and  recurs  for  at  least  two  years  in  a  row.) 
Attention  must  be  paid  to  that  kind  ofl 
cough. 

Medical  treatment,  plus  quitting 
smoking,  usually  can  clear  up  the 
symptoms.  If  it  is  untreated,  however, 
the  disease  can  mean  serious  trouble. 
Chronic  bronchitis  can  be,  and  often  is, 
a  forerunner  of  pulmonary  emphysema. 

Emphysema  is  one  of  the  most  seri- 
ous causes  of  death  in  the  U.S.  today.  In 
this  severe  lung  disease,  the  walls  of  the 
air  sacs  rip  and  tear.  Stale  air  gets 
trapped  in  the  lungs,  and  the  lungs  be-  j 
come  overinflated.  The  exchange  of  ox-  i 
ygen  and  carbon  dioxide  is  disrupted. 
For  the  person  with  emphysema,  even  i 
the  effort  required  to  tie  a  shoelace  can 
be  exhausting. 

The  flow  of  blood  in  your  lungs  is  dis-  ( 
rupted  by  the  changes  caused  in  em- 1 
physema.  Your  heart  has  to  pump 
harder  and  may  become  enlarged. 
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:<■•  Death  due  to  a  damaged  heart  is  often 
>  an  end  result  of  emphysema. 
:oj    Very  few  nonsmokers  develop  em- 
■-  physema.  Most  people  who  have  em- 
physema, except  for  a  tiny  percentage 
of  people  who  are  born  with  a  special 
blood  deficiency,  have  been  heavy 
nal  smokers  for  years. 

:j    There  is  no  cure  for  emphysema, 
:-  however,  your  doctor  can  prescribe 
i  /  some  ways  to  live  easier  with  the  dis- 
ease. Preventing  it  by  quitting  smoking 
i  is  important.

-:  factors  play  a  part  in  the  disease.  How- 

■  ever,  environmental  factors  such  as  irri- 

•  tating  dusts  and  chemicals  are  usually 
•i  related  to  the  first  onset  of  symptoms. 

Medical  treatment  can  often  relieve 
■i  the  symptoms  and  forestall  further  at- 
,  tacks. 

What  you  breathe  in  at  work  can 
?  cause  lung  trouble,  too.  Workers  who 
.;•  are  exposed  to  occupational  hazards  in 

the  air  —  cotton  fibers,  coal  dust,  asbes- 
■j  tos,  and  other  harmful  substances  — 

can  develop  lung  diseases.  Ridding  the 
-:  air  everywhere  of  threats  to  the  lungs  is 
:  essential. 


TB  Germs 

Anyone,  including  you,  can  breathe 
in  TB  germs  from  the  air.  The  germs  are 
spread  by  coughing  or  sneezing  of  a 
person  who  has  active  TB  germs  in  his 
or  her  sputum.  And  you  can  spread  the 
germs  to  others  without  even  knowing 
you  are  ill. 

Most  people  who  develop  TB  illness 
today,  however,  were  infected  years  ago 
when  the  disease  was  much  more  wide- 
spread. But  their  body's  defenses  were 
stronger  than  the  germs.  Their  bodies 
walled  off  the  germs  and  encased  them 
in  calcium. 

When  the  body's  defenses  weaken 
years  or  decades  later,  the  barriers  be- 
gin to  crumble.  Then  the  TB  germs  es- 
cape and  multiply.  The  person  coughs 
often,  feels  tired  and  weak,  and  may 
lose  weight.  Spitting  up  blood  in  the 
sputum  and  loss  of  appetite  may  be 
signs  of  well-developed  disease. 

People  with  these  symptoms  should 
see  a  physician.  A  tuberculin  skin  test, 
chest  X-rays,  and  laboratory  tests  may 
confirm  the  presence  of  actual  disease. 
Taking  pills  can  cure  the  disease  and 
most  people  can  carry  on  normal,  active 
lives  at  home  and  work.  In  fact,  if  people 
who  harbor  TB  germs  take  pills,  they 
can  prevent  actual  disease  from  devel- 
oping at  all. 

Defending  Your  Lungs 

Seeing  a  doctor  when  breathing 
problems  first  develop  is  agood  first  line 
of  defense.  Early  treatment  can  stave 
off  later  trouble. 


THREE-HORNED  DINOSAUR  AT 
SCIENCE  MUSEUM 

Where  the  Bighorn  now  roam,  the 
three-horned  dinosaurs  once  lived 
some  sixty-five  million  years  ago. 

The  skeleton  of  one  of  these  extinct 
animals,  theTriceratops,  iscurrently  be- 
ing assembled  in  view  of  visitors  at  Bos- 
ton's Museum  of  Science.  The  museum 
obtained  the  23-foot-long  fiberglass 
cast  from  an  original  at  the  American 
Museum  of  Natural  History. 

The  skeleton  reveals  that  Triceratops 
must  have  eaten  tough,  coarse  plants 
because  its  jaws  are  massive.  Its  skull  is 
the  heaviest  of  any  dinosaur.  As  a  result 


of  the  Triceratops  couldn't  move 
quickly,  but  had  to  rely  on  its  horns  to 
repel  enemies. 

Despite  its  lack  of  speed,  Triceratops 
proliferated.  Its  bones  litter  the  Ameri- 
can West. 

The  skeleton  is  the  most  recent  addi- 
tion to  the  museum's  growing  dinosaur 
display,  which  includes  models  of  Ty- 
rannosaurus  rex  and  Compsognathus 
longipes,  casts  of  an  Ultrasaurus  arm- 
bone  and  of  dinosaur  tracks,  and  a 
diorama  showing  one  dinosaur  attack- 
ing another.

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FACTS  FOR  CONSUMERS 

From  the  Federal  Trade  Commission 
Car  Ads:  Low-Interest  Loans  and  Other 
Offers 

Many  new  car  dealers  have  been  ad- 
vertising unusually  low-interest  rates 
and  other  special  promotions  such  as 
high  trade-in  allowances  and  free  low- 
cost  options.  While  these  advertise- 
ments may  help  you  shop,  finding  the 
best  deal  requires  careful  comparisons. 

There  are  many  factors  that  deter- 
mine whether  a  special  offer  provides 
genuine  savings.  The  interest  rate,  for 
example,  is  only  part  of  the  car  dealer's 
financing  package.  Other  terms,  such 
as  the  size  of  the  downpayment,  also  af- 
fect the  total  financing  cost.  Be  sure  to 
consider  all  aspects  of  a  financing  plan 
before  you  sign  a  contract. 

When  considering  an  advertised  spe- 
cial, read  the  ad  carefully  and  call  or 
visit  the  dealer  to  find  out  about  all  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  offer.  Then 
compare  the  specials  advertised  by 
other  dealers. 

Questions  About  Low-Interest  Loans 

Listed  below  are  some  financing 
questions  you  should  consider  when 
talking  to  dealers. 

Will  you  be  charged  a  higher  price  for 
the  car  to  qualify  for  the  low-rate  financ- 
ing? Would  the  price  be  lower  if  you  paid 
cash,  or  supplied  your  own  financing 
from  your  bank  or  credit  union? 

Does  the  financing  require  a  larger- 
than-usual  downpayment  —  say  25  or 
30  percent? 

Are  there  limits  on  the  length  of  the 
loan?  In  other  words,  are  you  required  to 
repay  the  loan  in  a  short  period  of  time 
—  say  twelve  or  twenty-four  months? 

Do  you  have  to  buy  special  or  extra 
merchandise  or  services  such  as  rust- 
proofing,  and  extended  warranty,  or  a 
service  contract  to  qualify  for  low-inter- 
est loan? 

Is  the  financing  available  for  a  limited 
time  only?  Some  merchants  limit  spe- 
cial deals  to  a  few  days,  or  require  that 
you  take  delivery  by  a  special  date. 

Does  the  low  rate  apply  to  all  cars  in 
stock  or  only  to  certain  models? 

Are  you  required  to  give  the  dealer  the 
manufacturer's  rebate  (if  one  is  offered) 
to  qualify  for  financing? 

Does  the  dealer  offer  any  other  fi- 
nancing packages  that  you  might  con- 
sider? 


Questions  About  Other  Special  Promo- 
tions 

Other  special  promotions  include 
high  trade-in  allowances  and  free  or 
low-cost  options.  Some  dealers  also 
promise  to  sell  you  a  car  for  a  stated 
amount  overthe  "dealer's  invoice."  The 
following  questions  can  help  you  deter- 
mine if  such  special  promotions  offer 
genuine  value. 

Does  the  advertised  trade-in  allow- 
ance apply  to  all  cars,  regradless  of 
their  conditions?  Are  there  any  deduc- 
tions for  high  mileage,  dents,  or  rust? 

Does  the  large  trade-in  allowance 
make  the  cost  of  the  new  car  higher  than 
it  would  be  without  the  trade-in?  You 
might  be  giving  back  the  big  trade-in  al- 
lowance by  paying  for  your  new  car, 

Is  the  dealer  who  offers  high  trade-in 
allowances  and  free  or  low-cost  options 
actually  giving  you  a  better  price  on  the 
car  than  another  dealer  who  does  not 
offer  such  promotions? 

Does  the  "dealer's  invoice"  reflect 
the  actual  amount  that  the  dealer  pays 
the  manufacturer?  You  can  consult  con- 
sumer or  automotive  publications  for  in- 
formation about  what  the  dealer  pays. 

Does  the  "dealer's  invoice"  include 
the  cost  of  options,  such  asrustproofing 
or  waterproofing,  that  have  already 
been  added  to  your  car?  Is  the  dealer 
charging  more  for  these  options  than 
other  dealers? 

Does  the  dealer  have  cars  in  stock 
without  expensive  added  options?  If 
not,  will  the  dealer  order  one  for  you? 

Are  the  special  offers  available  if  you 
order  a  car  instead  of  buying  one  off  the 
lot? 

Can  you  take  advantage  of  all  special 
offers  simultaneously? 

Remember,  you  are  not  limited  to  fi- 
nancing offered  by  the  dealer.  You  may 
wish  to  see  what  type  of  loan  you  can 
arrange  with  your  bank  or  credit  union. 

Once  you  decide  which  dealer  offers 
the  car  and  financing  you  want,  read  the 
invoice  and  the  installment  contract 
carefully.  Check  to  see  that  all  the  terms 
of  the  contract  reflect  the  agreement 
you  made  with  the  dealer.  If  they  differ, 
get  a  written  explanation  before  you 
sign.  Careful  shopping  will  help  you  de- 
cide what  financing,  car,  and  options 
are  best  for  you.

In  a  report  published  recently  in  the 
Journal  of  the  American  Dental  Associa- 
tion, James  E.  Williams,  D.D.S,  Ph.D., 
notes  that  after  a  single  application  of  a 
chemical  sealant  to  selected  teeth  in 
nearly  400  school  children,  68  percent 
of  the  treated  teeth  were  still  protected 
six  years  later. 

The  sealant  is  a  special  resin  de- 
signed to  bond  with  the  tooth  enamel, 
forming  an  invisible  barrier  to  decay- 
causing  agents. 

The  application  can  be  performed  in 
almost  any  dentist's  office  as  part  of  a 
regular  dental  examination.  The  proc- 
ess is  painless  and  takes  only  a  few  min- 
utes. 

Dr.  Williams  cautions,  however,  that 
sealants  are  not  meant  to  take  the  place 
of  regular  brushing  with  floride  tooth- 
paste, flossing,  and  other  routine  oral 
care.  They  are,  instead  "just  one  of  the 
many  ways  to  guard  against  dental  dis- 
ease."

Says  building  represents  dramatic  addition  to  Financial  District. 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  Tuesday.  June  28,  topped-off  the  Exchange  Place 
office  tower,  located  at  53  State  Street,  at  the  corner  of  Congress  and  State  Streets 
The  forty-story,  1 ,1  million  square-foot,  blue,  reflective  glass-clad  tower  is  sched- 
jled  for  completion  in  the  spring  of  1984. 

Mayor  White  said ,  "Exchange  Place  will  be  one  of  the  most  dramatic  new  addi- 
10ns  to  downtown  Boston  and  the  Financial  District  This  building,  in  particular, 
epresents  a  unique  effort  to  combine  a  Boston  landmark,  the  Stock  Exchange 
^  Building,  with  a  modern  office  facility." 

Exchange  Place  is  a  multi-million-dollar  development  and  one  of  the  largest 
office  buildings  presently  under  construction  in  Boston.  The  developer,  Olympia  & 
York,  is  an  international  development  corporation  with  U  S  headquarters  in  New 
York,  and  owns  and  operates  more  than  50  million  square  feet  of  office  space 
:hroughout  North  America.  The  commercial  brokerage  firm  of  Leggat  McCall  &

BEAT  THE  HEAT  FOR 
SUMMER  FUN  IN  SUN 

Heat  stress  or  hypothermia  can  be 
dangerous,  especially  during  the  sum- 
mer months.  The  body  needs  time  to 
adjust  to  hot  weather.  Sudden  jumps  in 
temperature  can  put  a  strain  on  the 
heart  and  blood  vessels,  and  that  can 
lead  to  heat  exhaustion,  heart  failure, 
and  strokes. 

Early  symptoms  of  heat  stress  —  feel- 
ing hot,  uncomfortable,  listless  —  are 
not  dangerous  unless  they  hang  on. 
See  a  doctor  immediately  if  any  of  these 
serious  warning  signs  are  present:  diz- 
ziness, rapid  heartbeat,  diarrhea,  nau- 
sea, cramps,  throbbing  headache,  dry 
skin  (no  sweating),  chest  pain,  great 
weakness,  mental  changes,  breathing 
problems,  vomiting. 

Heat  stress  can  be  avoided.  Just 
keep  as  cool  as  possible  by  taking  these 
precautions: 

•  Use  the  air  conditioning;  if  none, 
spend  time  in  the  coolest  room  in  the 
house  or  in  cool  shopping  malls,  li- 
braries, and  movie  theaters. 

•  Turn  on  fans.  They  draw  cool  air  into 
the  house  at  night  and  circulate  air  dur- 
ing the  day. 

•  Take  cool  baths  or  showers.  Either 
removes  extra  body  heat  twenty-five 
times  faster  than  cool  air.  Ice  bags  or 
wet  towels  also  help. 

•  Wear  loose-fitting,  lightweight, 
light-colored  clothing.  Outdoors,  wear  a 
hat  or  carry  an  umbrella. 

•  Drink  plenty  of  water.  Don't  wait  to 
be  thirsty. 

•  Stop  physical  activity  in  very  hot 
weather. 

•  Avoid  hot  foods  and  heavy  meals. 
They  add  heat  to  the  body. 


•  Watch  salt  intake.  Consult  the  doc- 
tor before  taking  salt  tablets. 

•  Avoid  alcohol.  It  leads  to  fast  water 
loss  and  makes  one  less  aware  of  possi- 
ble danger  signs.

MBTA  TO  OPERATE 
WHEELCHAIR-LIFT  BUSES 

As  part  of  its  program  to  improve  serv- 
ices for  the  elderly  and  handicapped, 
the  MBTA  will  operate  buses  equipped 
with  wheelchair  lifts  on  Boston  routes 
this  summer,  MBTA  General  Manager 
James  F.  O'Leary  has  announced.  The 
service  will  be  available  to  special 
needs  passengers  in  South  Boston  (Rt. 
7).  Mattapan  and  Ashmont  (Rt.  27)  and 
Hyde  Park(Rt.  32). 

"This  bus  service  complements  our 
other  efforts  to  improve  transit  for  spe- 
cial needs  passengers,"  said  O'Leary. 
"The  routes  are  planned  so  passengers 
can  reach  rapid  transit  stations  which 
feature  ramps,  elevators,  and  other  bar- 
rier-free designs." 

The  bus  service  also  provides  an  al- 
ternative to  the  Green  Line,  which  is  not 
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accessible  to  passengers  with  wheel- 
chairs, O'Leary  noted. 

The  special  buses,  which  bear  the  in- 
ternational wheelchair  symbol  to  the  left 
of  the  front  door,  are  all  numbered  in  the 
"9400"  series. 

With  a  simple  flick  of  a  switch  by  the 
driver,  the  lift  slides  out  of  its  storage  po- 
sition and  is  lowered  to  the  curb  or 
ground.  Passengers  in  wheelchairs,  ot 
others  who  cannot  board  a  regular  bus, 
move  onto  the  lift,  which  then  acts  as  a 
small  elevator,  raising  them  onto  the 
bus.  Special  restraint  devices  keep  the 
wheelchairs  clamped  securely  in  place 
during  the  bus  ride. 

All  eighty-four  buses  also  feature  a 
"kneeling"  capability.  For  those  not  in 
wheelchairs,  but  who  cannot  easily 
mount  the  steps,  the  driver  can  lower 
the  front  of  the  bus  to  within  inches  of 
the  curb  to  make  boarding  easier. 

"We  will  monitor  the  lift-bus  perform- 
ance closely,"  said  O'Leary.  "We  want 
special  needs  passengers  to  be  able  to 
use  this  service  with  confidence,  and 
we  will  use  what  we  learn  on  these 
routes  to  help  us  expand  and  improve 
service  for  special  needs  passengers."

KITE  FLIGHT  DAY 
AT  SCIENCE  MUSEUM 

An  event  for  kite  enthusiasts,  as  well 
as  for  those  who  have  yet  to  hold  a  kite 
string  in  theirhands,  takes  place  at  Bos- 
ton's Museum  of  Science  Wednesday, 
July  13. 

Kite  Flight  Day,  from  11  a.m.to2p.m., 
is  a  series  of  demonstrations  by  a  kite 
authority  from  Come  Fly  a  Kite  store. 
Martha's  Vineyard. 

Demonstrations  will  include  spectac- 
ular stunt  kites  that  loop,  circle,  and 
dive.  The  expert  will  put  through  its 
paces  a  flexifoil  kite  that  accelerates 
from  zero  to  100  miles  per  hour  in  less 
than  three  seconds.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved ,  a  proposed  ordinance  relating  to  the  purchase  and 
consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages  which  was  passed  by 
your  Honorable  Body  on  May  12,  1982. 

Although  I  agree  in  many  respects  w  ith  the  thrust  of  the 
proposal.  I  must  disapprove  for  several  reasons. 

First,  since  your  ordinance  was  passed  the  Supreme  Ju- 
dicial Court  in  the  case  of  Commonwealth  v.  Lammi,  386 
Mass.  299  (1982)  upheld  an  ordinance  containing  lan- 
guage prohibiting  public  drinking  which  is  substantially 
broader  than  that  in  our  existing  ordinance,  or  in  that  pro- 
posed. Accordingly.  I  think  that  we  should  work  together 
to  include  this  newly  approved  broad  language. 

Secondly,  proposed  section  2  of  the  ordinance  attempts 
to  regulate  conduct  already  regulated  in  G.L.  c.  138.  s. 
34.  and.  therefore  local  regulation  is  preempted  by  state 
law. 

Lastly,  since  it  is  a  crime  for  a  minor  to  possess  alco- 
holic beverages,  and  it  is  also  a  crime  to  threaten  people 
with  bodily  harm,  section  3  which  relates  to  intimidation 
of  adults  by  youths  seeking  to  have  adults  purchase  alco- 
holic beverages  for  them  seeks  to  regulate  conduct  al- 
ready regulated.

MAYOR  WHITE  PLANS  FOR  BOSTON  DEVELOPMENT 


Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  June  29,  outlined  a  development  program  that  will 
Jramatically  expand  Boston's  downtown  shopping  district  by  creating  a  new  corri- 
ior  of  development  running  from  Park  Plaza  through  Downtown  Crossing  to  South 
Station. 

Mayor  White,  in  remarks  delivered  to  the  Greater  Boston  Real  Estate  Board, 
;aid,  "We  are  proposing  that  a  significant  portion  of  the  city's  office  and  retail 
growth  over  the  next  decade  be  directed  to  a  new  development  area  that  will  sur- 
ound  Downtown  Crossing." 


The  development  program  an- 
lounced  by  Mayor  White  has  been  for- 
nulated  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  in  conjunction  with  a  consult- 
ant team  headed  by  the  Boston  office  of 
Skidmore,  Owings  and  Merrill.  The 
study  was  funded  by  the  Urban  Mass 
Transit  Administration. 

Mayor  White  said,  "The  resurgence 
3f  Boston's  retail  district  is  clearly  tied  to 
:he  dramatic  growth  of  downtown  office 
workers.  The  200,000  office  workers  of 
oday  will  increase  by  another  40,000 
Defore  this  decade  is  ended.  At  the 
Isame  time,  our  studies  show  that  the 
Washington  Street  area  is  the  shopping 
district  of  first  choice  for  70  percent  of 
Boston  residents. 

"Now,  with  Park  Plaza  under  develop- 
ment, with  development  of  the  Trans- 
portation Center  at  South  Station,  and 
with  construction  of  Lafayette  Place,  we 
have  an  unparalleled  opportunity  to  tie 
all  this  together  with  a  long-range  devel- 
opment program.  We  can  clearly  see 
the  day  when  Boston  achieves  one  of  its 
longtime  planning  goals  —  the  connec- 
tion and  integration  of  the  Back  Bay  with 
downtown. 

"But  there  is  a  reason,  above  and  be- 
yond physical  change,  for  this  develop- 
ment program.  It  is  the  creation  of  new 
jobs  for  Boston  residents  and  more  tax 
revenues  to  provide  services  —  police 
and  fire  protection  —  for  Boston's 
neighborhoods.  In  short,  this  is  devel- 
opment that's  tied  directly  to  improving 
our  neighborhoods." 

BRA  Director  Robert  J.  Ryan  said  the 
plan  would  call  for  continuing  improve- 
ments to  the  retail  district,  with  enlarged 


sidewalks,  tree  planting,  new  lighting, 
and  other  pedestrian  amenities  that 
would  cost  an  estimated  $25  million. 
Ryan  pointed  out  that  the  potential  pri- 
vate investment  envisioned  in  the  plan 
would  total  between  $400  and  $600  mil- 
lion. 

The  BRA  study  showed  that  sales  in 
the  Washington  Street  retail  area,  which 
amounted  to  $375  million  in  1982, 
could  rise  to  $600  million  by  1990  if  the 
city-sponsored  development  program  is 
implemented. 

In  addition  to  expanding  the  retail  dis- 
trict south  of  the  present  "100  percent 
corner"  at  Washington  and  Summer 
Streets,  the  plan  calls  for  directing 
mixed-use  development  to  the  unde- 
rutilized Essex  Street  corridor. 

The  parcels  identified  for  the  new  cor- 
ridor of  development  include: 

•  Lafayette  Place  — a  mixed-use  de- 
velopment with  200  shops,  nine 
restaurants,  fourteen  cafes,  a  500- 
room  hotel  and  parking  for  1,000 
cars.  Also,  a  new  boulevard,  Ave- 
nue de  Lafayette,  will  connect  Es- 
sex and  Washington  Streets  and 
provide  direct  access  to  the  Lafay- 
ette Place  Garage. 

•  600  Washington  Street  and  Hay- 
ward  Place  —  Proposed  as  a 
mixed-use,  retail,  office  and  hous- 
ing complex,  with  180,000  square 
feet  of  retail  space  along  Washing- 
ton Street,  300,000  to  500,000 
square  feet  of  office  space  and 
sixty  units  of  housing  fronting  on 
Essex  Street. 

•  Parcel  31  —  Block  bounded  by 
Stuart,  Boylston,  Washington,  and 


Tremont  Streets,  to  house  a  com- 
munications technology  center 
with  post-production  facilities  for 
video  and  film  and  teleconference 
and  teleport  link.  Approximately 
thirty  floors  of  office  space  and  200 
units  of  housing  on  portion  closest 
to  the  Common.  The  complex 
would  include  recycling  of  four 
landmark  buildings,  including 
Boylston  Building,  Young  Men's 
Christian  Union,  Jacob  Wirth's 
Restaurant  and  the  Hayden  Build- 
ing. 

Parcel  32  —  Residential  develop- 
ment for  parcel  on  Tremont  Street, 
across  from  the  Common. 

Parcel  30  —  Two  hundred  housing 
units  proposed  along  the  Common 
and  office  uses  on  Washington 
Street  side.  Buildings  within  100 
feet  of  Common  restricted  to  155 
feet  and  parking  structure  to  be  lo- 
cated in  center  of  block.  Also,  an  of- 
fice building  of  twelve  stories  on 
Avery  Street. 

Bedford  Street  Area  —  Extending 
east  from  Layafette  Place  toward 
South  Station,  to  include  Bedford 
Crescent,  office  space  of  600,000 
to  900,000  square  feet  that  would 
be  linked  to  recycled  Church 
Green  building,  retail  to  surround 
the  Edison  substation  with  100 
units  of  housing  to  be  developed 
above  the  station.  Specialty  shop- 
ping and  restaurant  complex  fo- 
cused on  a  glass-enclosed  area 
within  a  closed  Bedford  Street. 

Lincoln-Summer  Block  —  Parcel 
closest  to  South  Station,  bordered 
by  Lincoln,  Summer,  and  South 
Streets,  and  surface  artery.  Preser- 
vation of  mercantile  buildings  on 
Summer  Street  with  office  building 
of  400,000  to  600,000  square  feet 
and  ground-floor,  retail  space.

Shortness  of  Breath 

Short  of  Breath 

You  are  short  of  breath  if  you  are 
aware  of  labored,  uncomfortable 
breathing.  Anyone  who  is  short  of 
breath,  struggles  to  breathe,  gasps  for 
breath. 

Don't  confuse  shortness  of  breath 
with  just  rapid  breathing.  If  you  are  in  a 
hot,  humid  room,  or  you  are  very  upset, 
you  may  breathe  much  faster  than 
usual.  Panting  is  normal  in  these  cir- 
cumstances and  is  not  real  shortness  of 
breath. 

How  Long  Has  it  Lasted? 

Shortness  of  breath  may  be  a  sign  of 
something  wrong  the  first  time  it  hap- 
pens, though  it  may  last  only  a  few  min- 
utes. However,  it  is  more  usual  for 
shortness  of  breath  to  come  on  so  grad- 
ually, that  you  do  not  notice  it  for  some 
time. 

Only  when  you  think  back  over  weeks 
or  months,  do  you  realize  that  there  has 
been  a  change  in  your  breathing.  That 
flight  of  stairs  seems  so  much  higher 
than  it  was  a  few  months  ago! 

As  soon  as  you  realize  that  you  are 
distinctly  more  short  of  breath  than  you 
used  to  be,  see  your  doctor. 

It  Can  Be  Natural 

Shortness  of  breath  isn't  always  a 
sign  that  something  is  wrong.  Some- 
times shortness  of  breath  is  normal.  For 
instance: 

—  Right  after  moderate  exercise,  if 
you've  let  yourself  get  badly  out  of  con- 
dition; 

—  Right  after  setting-up  exercises, 
mowing  the  lawn,  shoveling  snow,  or 
any  heavy  exertion; 

—  When  you  hurl  yourself  into  violent 
exercise  —  tennis,  swimming  —  after  a 
strictly  sit-down  winter.  (It  isn't  very 
smart  to  do  this,  anyway.) 

—  When  you  start  getting  around 
again  after  serious  and  prolonged  ill- 
ness. 

But .  .  . 

Normal  shortness  of  breath  disap- 
pears after  a  few  minutes'  rest.  If  short- 
ness of  breath  persists  after  resting,  it 
may  be  a  sign  of  something  wrong,  and 
you  should  see  a  doctor. 

And  .  .  . 

Shortness  of  breath  on  little  or  no  exer- 
tion is  never  normal,  regardless  of  your 


age,  your  "out-of -condition"  state,  or 
your  general  way  of  life. 

How  About  Smoking? 

Do  you  smoke  cigarettes?  If  you  do, 
you  endanger  your  health. 

Experts  agree  that  cigarette  smoking 
causes  many  lung  conditions,  of  which 
shortness  of  breath  is  one  symptom. 

Each  year  350,000  Americans  die 
prematurely  from  cigarette  caused  dis- 
eases. 

It's  a  Signal 

Shortness  of  breath  is  not  a  disease 
in  itself.  It  is  a  symptom  of  some  under- 
lying disease.  The  conditions  most 
likely  to  cause  shortness  of  breath  are: 
asthma  (an  abnormal  responsiveness 
of  the  lungs'  air  passages);  emphysema 
(in  which  the  tissue  of  the  lungs  breaks 
down,  holding  in  too  much  air);  bronchi- 
tis (inflammation  of  the  lung  tubes); 
pneumonia;  heart  disease  (with  lung 
congestion). 

Other  Symptoms 

Any  unusual  shortness  of  breath,  by 
itself,  may  be  serious.  But  it  is  espe- 
cially serious  when  it  is  combined  with 
such  other  symptoms  as  chest  pain, 
cough,  blood  spitting,  wheezing,  quick 
gain  or  loss  of  weight. 

What  to  do  About  Shortness  of  Breath 

If  you  are  short  of  breath,  rest.  There 
is  no  other  specific  treatment  for  short- 
ness of  breath  in  itself.  Even  when  rest 
does  bring  relief,  you  should  get  a  thor- 
ough checkup  to  find  out  what  is  wrong. 
If  distress  continues  when  you  are  rest- 
ing, better  take  action  right  away.  Ex- 
cept for  rest,  the  only  thing  you  yourself 
can  do  for  shortness  of  breath  is  to  see  a 
doctor. 

I 

With  the  doctor's  help,  the  underlying 
condition  can  be  diagnosed  and 
treated.  Most  conditions  causing  short- 
ness of  breath  can  be  helped  by  treat- 
ment if  it  is  begun  early  enough.

The  foundation  is 
governed  by  an  eighteen-member 
Board  of  Trustees,  headed  by  Daniel  J. 
Finn,  and  a  fifty-two-member  Board  of 
Overseers. 


CITY  COUNCIL  APPROVES  JOBS 
BILL  PLAN 

The  Boston  City  Council  recently  ap- 
proved the  city  administration's  plan  for 
the  use  of  "Jobs  Bill"  funds  totaling  $5.4 
million. 

The  Jobs  Bill,  signed  by  the  President 
on  March  24,  1983,  provides  additional 
funds  to  a  number  of  existing  federal 
programs  for  the  explicit  purpose  of  pro- 
viding jobs  for  the  long-term  unem- 
ployed. 

A  major  feature  of  the  plan ,  presented 
by  the  city's  Neighborhood  Develop- 
ment and  Employment  Agency,  calls  for 
a  construction  and  job-training  program 
for  Boston  residents.  This  program  will 
prepare  residents,  including  minorities 
and  women,  for  employment  in  the 
building  trades  and  facilitate  their  ac- 
ceptance into  the  unions  and  employ- 
ment on  city-assisted  construction 
sites. 

NDEA  Director  Paul  Grogan  ex- 
plained, "The  construction  and  job 
training  program  underscores  the  city's 
resident-jobs  policy,  which  mandates 
that  contractors  on  city-assisted  con- 
struction projects  hire  50  percent  Bos- 
ton resident,  25  percent  minorities  and 
10  percent  women.  The  plan  reinforces 
the  city's  effort  to  assure  residents  their 
share  in  their  city's  development  boom. 
I  commend  the  City  Council  for  their 
support  of  the  Jobs  Bill  programs." 

Other  Jobs  Bill  programs  include: 

—  Rental  Rehabilitation  Program, 
offering  below-market-rate  financing  for 
repairs  to  rental  housing; 

—  Anchor  Commercial  Building 
Program,  to  redevelop  key  vacant  or  un- 
derutilized buildings  in  neighborhood 
business  districts; 

—  Vacant  Lots  Program,  to  encour- 
age cleanup  and  development  of  va- 
cant, city-owned  lots,  while  providing 
jobs  to  local  residents; 

—  Parks  Renovation,  providing  a 
matching  grant  to  the  Urban  Parks  and 
Recreation  Recovery  Program  in  order 
to  rehabilitate  stadia  in  East  Boston, 
South  Boston  and  the  Fenway.

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EDIC  FINANCING  EXPANDS 
PRINTING  COMPANY 

Winthrop  Printing  Company  has  be- 
gun a  $1 .6-million,  modernization  proj- 
ect at  its  235  Old  Colony  Avenue  loca- 
tion in  South  Boston. 

The  financing  was  provided  by  the 
Boston  Local  Development  Corporation 
(BLDC)  and  the  Boston  Industrial 
Development  Financing  Authority 
(BIDFA).  Both  the  BLDC  and  the  BIDFA 
are  affiliates  of  the  Economic  Develop- 
ment and  Industrial  Corporation  of  Bos- 
ton (EDIC/Boston),  the  city's  industrial 
development  agency. 

Winthrop  Printing,  which  was 
founded  in  1925,  is  a  commercial 
printer  and  employs  164  people.  The 
modernization  project  will  create 
twenty-one  new  jobs. 

The  company  will  use  the  financing  to 
rehabilitate  its  80,000  square-foot  build- 
ing and  buy  over  $1  million  worth  of  new 
equipment. 

The  largest  portion  of  the  financing  is 
a  $905,000  industrial  revenue  bond  is- 
sued by  BIDFA  and  purchased  by  the 
Bank  of  New  England.  Bank  of  New 
England  provided  an  additional 
$379,000  in  conventional  financing. 
Winthrop  also  recieved  a  $200,000  di- 
rect loan  from  the  BLDC.  The  remaining 
portion  was  provided  by  the  company 
as  equity. 

"The  attractive  financial  package 
which  the  EDIC  puttogetherwill  save  us 
a  lot  over  the  course  of  this  project,"  said 
Roy  Orrall,  vice-president  of  Winthrop. 
"Without  it,  we  might  not  have  been 
able  to  stay  in  Boston  and  modernize 
our  plant."

The  Mayor,  who  was  introduced  at  the

The  effort  is  the  third  phase  in  a  voter 
registration  outreach  program  that  be- 
gan May  1,  1983,  in  Boston's  schools 
and  public  libraries. 

"With  district  elections  approaching, 
it  is  clear  now  more  than  ever  that  each 
citizen  has  an  obligation,  both  to  him- 
self and  the  city,  to  register  to  vote,"

"About  80  percent  of  those  regis- 
tered were  from  minority-populated 
neighborhoods.

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MAYOR  WHITE  PLANS  DEVELOPMENT  OF  CHINA  TRADE  CENTER 


$10.6  million  project  includes  arcade,  offices  in  Boylston  Building. 

;<  Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  recently  announced  plans  for  the  development  of  the 
-Ohina  Trade  Center  in  the  Boylston  Building  at  Boylston  and  Washington  Streets, 
downtown. 

The  $1 0.6-million  project  involves  the  renovation  of  the  landmark  building  and 
Conversion  of  the  space  into  an  arcade,  retail  stores,  offices,  and  restaurant  use. 

he  shopping  arcade  will  utilize  30,800  square  feet  on  the  first  three  floors.  The  top 
;  pur  floors  will  accommodate  61 ,900  square  feet  of  office  space. 
1  "This  is  an  exciting  project  that  reflects  both  the  progress  being  made  by  the 
Chinese  community  and  the  gains  the  city  is  making  in  revitalizing  the  entire  down- 
town business  district,"  Mayor  White  said.  "The  development  will  create  about  300 
Construction  jobs  and  up  to  350  permanent  jobs. 

"This  also  means  that  an  under-utilized  building,  which  is  located  at  a  key 
orner  of  our  downtown  business  district,  will  be  transformed  into  a  busy  and  pro- 
luctive  complex."  the  Mayor  added.  "Many  people  have  worked  hard  to  move  this 
levelopment  forward,  and  I  would  particularly  like  to  thank  and  congratulate  the 
Chinese  Economic  Development  Council." 

The  site  is  owned  by  the  Chinese  Economic  Development  Council  and  will  be 
eveloped  by  the  Council  and  the  Boylston  Development  Group,  an  affiliate  of  the 
Jay  Group. 

Construction  is  scheduled  to  begin  this  summer,  and  the  projected  completion 
,  iate  is  the  summer  of  1 984.  Building  plans  include  a  full-height,  seven-level  atrium. 
In  developing  the  site,  the  Council  is  receiving  federal  help— a  $2-million  grant 
om  the  Federal  Economic  Development  Agency  and  a  $1 .1  -million,  Urban  Devel- 
ipment  Action  Grant. 

After  taking  title  to  the  building  in  1 980,  the  Council  proceeded  to  evict  a  num- 
ber of  adult  book  stores  and  an  adult  lounge.  Subsequently,  Wang  Industries  was 
onsidering  the  building  as  the  site  for  a  manfacturing  facility.  A  feasibility  study, 
lowever,  concluded  that  the  site  was  not  suited  for  that  type  of  use. 

To  ensure  the  success  of  the  project,  initial  rental  rates  are  being  set  at  the 
Dwest  possible  levels.  Local,  Chinese-owned  businesses  are  being  asked  to  con- 
ider  expansion  into  the  Chinese  Trade  Center. 

Among  those  attending  the  announcement  ceremony  were  Deputy  Mayor  Ro- 
bert J.  Ryan,  director  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority;  George  Pan,  chair- 
nan  of  the  Chinese  Economic  Development  Council;  Robert  Yellen,  head  of  the 
Jay  Group;  and  Marcia  Myers  of  the  Boston  Landmarks  Commission.

China,  for  five  weeks  and  the  Bos- 
ton/Kyoto Sister  City  Foundation  spon- 
sored a  three-week  trip  for  twelve 
students  to  Kyoto,  Japan. 

In  making  the  announcement,  Mayor 
White  praised  the  fund-raising  efforts  of 
Edward  McCormack,  chairman  of  the 
Boston/Hangzhou  Association  and  Al- 
ford  Rudnick,  treasurer  of  the  Bos- 
ton/Kyoto Foundation. 


"Ed  McCormack  and  Alford  Rudnick 
have  each  raised  $40,000  towards  the 
trip  and  they  deserve  our  thanks  for  an 
enthusiastic  and  highly  successful 
fund-raising  campaign,"  the  Mayor 
said.  "Boston  is  indeed  fortunate  to 
have  some  of  the  most  active  Sister  City 
associations  in  th  world." 

Mayor  White  added  that  the  Sister 
City  association  network  has  "enriched 
all  of  our  lives  by  bringing  other  cultures 
and  life-styles  to  our  doorsteps  through 
lectures,  art  exhibits,  and  a  variety  of 
cultural  exchanges." 

Students  traveling  to  China  are  living 
in  Hangzhou  University's  foreign  ex- 
perts dormitory  for  three  weeks  and  will 
spend  the  remaining  two  weeks  of  the 
trip  touring  the  country.  The  group  left 
Boston  on  Julu  7.  Students  going  to 
Kyoto  are  spending  their  three-week 
program  living  with  host  families  and 
traveling  throughout  Japan.  They  will 
also  be  hosted  by  the  mayors  of  Nara 
and  Hiroshima.  Kyoto  is  expected  to 
send  students  to  Boston  as  part  of  the 
exchange.

PARKS  DEPARTMENT  TO 
RENOVATE  THREE  FACILITIES 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  announced  re- 
cently that  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department  has  received  $1 . 1 6  million 
in  federal  funds  for  major  renovations  at 
three  recreation  facilities:  East  Boston 
Recreation  Facility,  Columbus  Park  in 
South  Boston,  and  Clemente  Field/Lee 
Playground  in  the  Fens. 

The  grant  was  funded  through  the 
Department  of  Interior  Urban  Parks  and 
Recreation  Recovery  (UPARR)  Pro- 
gram and  was  the  third  largest  award  in 
the  country. 

"This  grant  will  make  a  tremendous 
impact  on  these  heavily  utilized  recrea- 
tion facilities  and  will  be  of  great  benefit 
to  the  neighborhoods  they  serve," 
Mayor  White  said. 

The  Mayor  went  on  to  express  his 
great  appreciation  to  Congressman  J. 
Joseph  Moakley  and  Speaker  Thomas 
P.  "Tip"  O'Neill  for  their  aggressive 
action  on  behalf  of  this  grant  for  the  city. 

"Speaker  O'Neill  and  Congressman 
Moakley  have  once  again  shown  their 
commitment  to  the  City  of  Boston," 
Mayor  White  said.  "Their  efforts  in  ob- 
taining thesef  unds  will  help  improve  the 
quality  of  life  for  their  constituents." 

In  East  Boston,  the  recreation  facility 
will  undergo  extensive  renovations 
which  include  the  refurbishment  of  the 
children's  area,  football  field,  running 
track,  and  perimeter  areas. 

Columbus  Park  in  South  Boston  will 
receive  a  rehabilitated  running  track 
and  football  field,  the  replacement  of 
lights  with  energy  and  cost-effective 
equipment,  and  improvement  to  the  pe- 
rimeter areas. 

The  Fens'  Clemente  Field/Lee  Play- 
ground will  see  a  reconstructed  running 
track,  refurbished  ball  diamonds,  and 
renovations  to  the  perimeter  areas. 

Boston  Parks  and  Recreation  Com- 
missioner Robert  R.  McCoy  said,  "We 
hope  to  see  the  work  on  these  areas 
completed  by  September  of  1984.  We 
are  extremely  excited  about  these  pro- 
jects and  feel  they  will  mean  a  great  deal 
to  the  residents  who  use  them." 

In  addition  to  the  refurbishments,  the 
projects  will  bring  approximately  102 
jobs  to  the  city,  53  percent  of  which  will 
provide  opportunities  to  the  unem- 
ployed.

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FOCUS  ON  HEALTH 
EMPHYSEMA 

Emphysema  is  not  curable,  but  it  can 
be  treated,  those  who  have  it  can  bil 
helped  to  live  with  it.  It  is  a  destructivi 
disease  for  hundreds  of  thousands  c 
Americans  and  their  families,  third 
among  the  diseases  for  which  Socia 
Security  gives  disability  benefits. 

Something  can  be  done  about  em 
physema  today. 
Who  Gets  Emphysema? 

Persons  with  emphysema  are,  for  th«l 
most  part,  males  between  fifty  and  sevl 
enty-years-old.  Women  get  emphy 
sema,  too,  but  not  as  often  as  men.  / 
very  high  percentage  of  the  people  wh< 
have  emphysema  smoke  cigarettes  anJ 
have  been  heavy  smokers  for  man 
years.  Frequently,  they  live  in  area 
where  air  pollution  is  a  constant  prot 
lem. 

Some  people  are  born  with  a  lack  of  I 
substance  called  alpha  one  antirypsirJ 
This  makes  them  more  likely  than  otN 
ers  to  get  emphysema  and  at  an  earlie 

age. 

How  It  Attacks 

A  person  with  emphysema  doesn' 
develop  the  disease  suddenly.  It  comeJ 
on  gradually.  He  has  probably  had  sev 
eral  very  bad  colds  each  winter  for  thi 
past  few  years,  each  accompanied  by; 
heavy  cough,  and  often  with  chronh 
bronchitis.  The  cough  often  persists  bej 
tween  colds  and  becomes  chronic. 

The  thing  that  usually  brings  the  pa 
tient  to  his  doctor  is  that  he  has  begun  M 
feel  short  of  breath  on  exertion  in  morn 
ing  or  evening  or  both.  He  may  think  hi 
has  asthma  or  heart  disease. 
Causes  of  Emphysema 

It  is  believed  that  emphysema  often  i| 
a  late  effect  of  chronic  infection  or  irrita 
tion  of  the  bronchial  tubes.  Thes< 
tubes,  the  bronchi,  connect  the  wine] 
pipe  with  the  lungs.  The  bronchi  loo 
like  branches  of  a  tree,  with  th| 
branches  becoming  smaller  an< 
smaller  until  each  one  ends  in  a  cluste 
of  tiny  air  spaces  in  the  lung.  From  thes 
tiny  spaces  (alveoli)  oxygen  enters  th'| 
blood  when  air  is  breathed  in,  and  wast 
gas  (carbon  dioxide)  is  removed  fror 1 
the  lungs  by  breathing  out. 

When  the  bronchi  become  irritated 
some  of  the  airways  may  be  obstructed 
trapping  air  in  the  lung  beyond  them.  C 
the  walls  of  the  tiny  air  spaces  may  tea  I 
for  various  reasons.  The  small  bloo 
vessels  in  the  walls  disappear.  Les 
contact  between  blood  and  air  results. 
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If  infection  or  irritation  continues  or  is 
epeated  for  a  long  time  and  the  stretchi- 
ng and  destruction  of  the  walls  of  the  air 
space  goes  on,  the  lungs  as  a  whole 
nay  become  enlarged,  at  the  same 
:ime  become  less  efficient  in  exchang- 
ng  oxygen  for  carbon  dioxide.  Enlarged 
ungs  is  what  gives  the  disease  its 
lame,  emphysema  (which  is  a  Greek 
/vord  meaning  "inflation"). 
1  Cigarette  smoking  contributes  to  the 
destructive  processes  that  end  up  as 
i  emphysema. 
Effects  of  Emphysema 

Emphysema  may  begin  with  only  a 
[slight  morning  and  evening  inconven- 
ience in  breathing.  Next,  a  short  walk 
|nay  be  enough  to  bring  on  an  attack  of 
preathlessness.  It  may  reach  a  point 
/vhere  every  breath  requires  a  major  ef- 
fort. 

The  changes  of  emphysema  also  in- 
terfere with  the  passage  of  blood 
through  the  small  blood  vessels  of  the 
lung.  As  interference  grows,  the  heart 
must  work  harder  to  pump  blood.  The 
heart  may  enlarge  under  the  strain  and 
eventually  give  out.  This  type  of  heart 
failure  is  often  an  end  result  of  emphy- 
sema. 
Treatment 

Doctors  can  help  emphysema  pa- 
tients live  more  comfortably  with  their 
disease.  Different  treatments,  including 
antibiotics,  help  different  patients  at  dif- 
ferent times.  Under  a  doctor's  care, 
most  patientscan  get  relief  from  their  at- 
tacks of  breathlessness. 

If  a  man's  job  does  not  require  heavy 
physical  labor,  his  doctor  will  usually 
say  that  he  can  continue  to  work.  It  is 
very  important  for  the  patient  to  stop 
smoking  to  help  avoid  further  irritation 
and  damage. 

People  with  emphysema,  with  the 
help  of  breathing  retraining,  carefully 
selected  exercises,  and  aid  in  keeping 
their  lungs  clear  of  excess  fluids,  can 
learn  to  make  the  best  use  of  the  breath- 
ing capacity  they  have. 
Prevention 

At  this  time,  doctors  do  not  know  how 
to  prevent  emphysema.  Continuing  re- 
search is  being  conducted  to  find  an- 
swers to  many  questions  about  this 
disease.  But  they  do  know  that  cigarette 
smoking  is  a  definite  cause,  and  that 
cutting  out  smoking  can  avoid  damage 
for  many  who  otherwise  develop  the  dis- 
ease. Controlling  air  pollution  can  also 
help. 


Modern  medicine  can  usually  slow 
down  the  progress  of  emphysema  if  pa- 
tients are  treated  early.  It  is  always  the 
doctor's  immediate  concern  to  clear  up 
any  infection  or  irritation  of  a  patient's 
respiratiory  system,  because  these 
things  set  up  a  possible  starting  place 
for  emphysema. 


STUDENTS  HONORED  AT  ABCD 
URBAN  COLLEGE  CEREMONY 

Eighteen  students  received  awards 
at  the  recent  ABCD  Urban  College 
graduation  for  completing  a  major  part 
of  the  accredited  Associate  Degree  Pro- 
gram which  is  jointly  administered  by 
Action  for  Boston  Community  Develop- 
ment, Bunker  Hill  Community  College, 
and  Roxbury  Community  College.  They 
received  Certificates  of  Achievement  in- 
dicating completion  of  eighteen  credit 
hours,  the  halfway  mark  toward  de- 
grees in  human  services,  management 
and  early  childhood  education. 

The  Community  College  Program  is 
part  of  ABCD's  Urban  College  Program, 
which  recently  expanded  to  also  in- 
clude bachelor  degree  courses  from  the 
University  of  Massachusetts,  and  a 
master  degree  program  in  conjunction 
with  the  Management  Division  of  Lesley 
College  Graduate  School. 

The  ceremony  also  heralded  another 
significant  achievement  for  Action  for 
Boston  Community  Development.  For 
the  first  time,  more  than  100  graduates 
of  the  ABCD/Shawmut  Bank/Bank  of 
New  England/Bay  State  Skills  Corpora- 
tion Bank  Training  Program  became  eli- 
gible for  college  credits  through  Bunker 
Hill  Community  College  for  completing 
the  accounting  portion  of  their  training. 
ABCD  Executive  Director  Robert  M. 
Coard  remarked  that  portions  of 
ABCD's  other  business  skills  training 
programs,  such  as  the  new  ABCD/State 
Street  Bank/PIC  program,  are  under  re- 
view for  accreditation  by  the  community 
college  system  and  that,  "This  achieve- 
ment provides  a  significant  link  be- 
tween ABCD's  job-training  programs 
and  our  Urban  College  system  —  a  link 
that  makes  higher  education  a  reality 
for  many  members  of  Boston's  low-in- 
come community,  thereby  expanding 
opportunities  for  upward  mobility  for 
many  who  would  never  have  had  this 
'second  chance.'  " 

ABCD's  two-year-old  joint  public- 
/private  program  with  Shawmut  Bank 


and  Bank  of  New  England  trains  and 
guarantees  jobs  in  the  banking  industry 
to  200  low-income  persons  annually. 
The  free,  full-time,  twenty-six-week 
training  program  offers  courses  in  typ- 
ing, accounting,  business  English, 
business  math,  and  office  calculators. 
Last  month  a  similar  program  for  thirty 
students  was  launched  through  a  joint 
effort  with  State  Street  Bank  and  the  Pri- 
vate Industry  Council  (PIC). 

The  Urban  College  Program  oper- 
ated by  ABCD  offers  free,  on-site,  job- 
related  college  credit  courses  to 
members  of  the  ABCD/delegate 
agency  community  and  low-income  res- 
idents, in  conjunction  with  local  col- 
leges and  universities.  Staff,  board 
members,  program  enrollees,  Head 
Start  parents,  volunteers  and  commu- 
nity residents  can  now  achieve  educa- 
tional goals  ranging  from  Certificates  of 
Achievement  to  master's  degrees. 

Faculty  are  on  the  staff  of  the  col- 
leges, and  are  also  expert  practitioners 
in  their  fields.  Classes  are  scheduled 
days  and  evenings  at  ABCD's  down- 
town headquarters. 

ABCD  Executive  Director  Robert  M. 
Coard  said  the  Urban  College  Program 
serves  as  a  vital  educational  and  train- 
ing center  for  Boston's  low-income  resi- 
dents. "The  program  provides  a  second 
chance  for  many  people  whose  talents 
might  otherwise  be  wasted  forever,"  he 
said.  "ABCD  continues  to  develop 
higher  education  programs  in  order  to 
provide  upward  mobility  for  those  with 
limited  opportunities.  A  combination  of 
formal  education  and  job  training  leads 
to  greater  opportunity  for  employment."

110  POLICE  OFFICERS 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  July  14 
swore  in  1 1 0  new  police  officers  in  cere 
monies  on  the  festival  stage  on  City  Hal 
Plaza.  The  new  officers  represent  th« 
largest  group  to  join  the  Boston  Polic« 
Department  since  1970  and  bring  th< 
total  strength  of  the  force  to  almos 
1 ,900  uniformed  personnel. 

Mayor  White  said,  "We're  proud  to 
day  to  be  adding  such  a  large  group  o 
new  recruits  to  the  ranks  of  the  Boston 
Police  Department.  This  will  enable  the 
department  to  provide  even  greater  po 
lice  presence  in  all  city  neighborhoods 

"The  recent  reorganization  of  the  Po] 
lice  Department  marked  the  beginninc 
of  a  new  phase  in  its  history,  and  todav 
we  embark  even  further  into  an  era  o 
increased  visibility.  Since  reorganizing 
police  have  become  more  visible  anc 
the  response  time  to  calls  for  service 
has  dropped  dramatically.  And  each  o 
you  will  play  a  major  part  in  bringing 
those  services  to  the  public  that  you  are 
sworn  to  serve." 

The  new  class  of  officers  is  the  one 
hundred  and  thirty-first  to  be  graduate^ 
from  the  Police  Academy  since  its 
founding  in  1930.  During  the  past  foui 
months  all  of  the  officers  received  train 
ing  in  police  procedures,  law,  self-de 
fense,  physical  fitness,  crisis 
intervention,  defensive  driving,  and  in 
terpersonal  relations. 

The  new  class  is  comprised  of  ninety 
five  males  and  fifteen  females.  Twenty 
eight  of  the  new  officers  are  minorities 
Overall,  the  class  was  drawn  from  four 
teen  of  the  city's  neighborhoods. 

Immeidately  following  the  ceremo 
nies,  the  officers  were  given  the  first  as- 
signments with  the  department.  Each 
new  officer  will  be  paired  with  a  senioi 
officer  and  will  be  placed  under  the  su 
pervision  of  selected  superior  officers 
For  the  next  thirty-eight  weeks  the  new 
officers  will  perform  all  of  the  duties  o 
police  officers  as  part  of  their  in-service 
field  training.  They  also  will  periodically 
return  to  the  Police  Academy  for  up 
dates  and  reviews.

On  February  10,  1982,  your  Honor  approved  an 
award  of  a  contract  (based  on  public  advertisement 
for  bids  on  September  14,  1981)  to  A.  B.  Dick  Co., 
Waltham,  for  furnishing  maintenance  and  repair  of 
duplicating  machines  (Schedule  I  —  A,  B,  C,  D), 
at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $15,000. 

Your  approval  is  requested  to  amend  this  con- 
tract in  the  amount  of  $10,000  to  provide  for  addi- 
tional repair  services  over  and  above  the  amount 
requested  in  the  original  contract.  At  the  time  the 
original  contract  was  executed,  it  was  impossible 
to  determine  the  number  of  service  calls  we  would 
receive  during  the  fiscal  year.  The  amount  of 
$15,000  which  was  allowed  in  the  budget  for  this 
service  has  proven  to  be  inadequate.  Most  of  the 
typewriters  are  located  in  various  schools  and  the 
increase  in  service  calls  is  the  result  of  much  more 
student  use  than  anticipated.  The  total  contract  as 
amended  shall  not  exceed  $25,000,  a  price  I  deem 
reasonable. 

Since  we  have  advertised  in  the  City  Record,  and 
bid  proposals  were  sent  to  interested  vendors;  and, 
since  they  were  the  only  bidder  for  the  schedules 
that  they  were  awarded,  it  is  my  determination  the 
public  interest  would  not  be  served  by  advertising 
for  bids  at  this  time.  This  amendment  is  being  sub- 
mitted for  your  approval  after  commencement  of 
services  due  to  the  immediate  need  of  these 
repairs.

Parking  Violations  System 

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

On  October  8,  1981,  your  Honor  approved  an 
award  of  a  contract,  without  public  advertising  for 
bids,  to  Price  Waterhouse,  a  partnership  located 
at  One  Federal  Street,  for  technical  support  and 
guidance  in  connection  with  design  and  implemen- 
tation of  front-end  controls  and  procedures  for  the 
new  administratively  managed  parking  violations 
system  during  the  period  September  13,  1981,  to 
December  31,  1981,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed 
$35,000.  The  period  of  this  contract  was  subse- 
quently extended  until  March  15,  1982. 

On  June  1 ,  1982,  your  Honor  approved  a  request 
to  amend  this  contract  to  provide  for  more  inten- 
sive and  extensive  assistance,  including  full-time, 
on-site  activity  of  one  or  more  employees  of  Price 
Waterhouse.  The  cost  of  this  amendment,  which 
was  effective  on  January  1,  1982,  was  $75,000, 
which  provided  that  the  contract,  as  amended, 
would  not  exceed  $110,000.  The  period  of  perfor- 
mance was  also  extended  to  April  15,  1981.  The 
period  of  the  contract  was  subsequently  extended 
to  June  30,  1982. 

Your  approval  is  requested  to  further  amend  this 
contract  for  additional  and  even  more  extensive 
assistance.  Specifically,  Price  Waterhouse  will  per- 
form a  cash  audit  of  all  activity  in  the  various  bank 
accounts  into  which  parking  fine  payments  were 
deposited  pursuant  to  activities  performed  by  a  city 
contractor  providing  collection  and  data  process- 
ing services  with  respect  to  parking  tickets.  Price 
Waterhouse  will  perform  an  EDP  (electronic  data 
processing)  audit  of  all  magnetic  master  files  used 
by  the  contractor  providing  collection  and  data  pro- 
cessing services.  In  addition,  Price  Waterhouse  will 
provide  the  equivalent  of  two  to  two-and-a-half  full- 
time  professional  staff  equivalents  for  the  balance 
of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  cost  of  the  amendment  will  not  exceed 
$200,000,  which  I  have  determined  to  be 
reasonable.  This  amendment  shall  be  effective 
March  1 , 1982.  The  contract,  as  amended,  shall  not 
exceed  $310,000.  The  period  and  other  terms  of 
the  contract  shall  remain  the  same  as  they  are  at 
present. 

Because  of  the  high  degree  of  familiarity  of  Price 
Waterhouse  staff  with  the  project,  I  believe  that  fur- 
ther publid  advertising  would  serve  no  useful  pur- 
pose. Preparation  of  this  award  letter  was  delayed 
because  of  a  desire,  on  my  part,  to  identify  com- 
pletely all  costs  for  the  balance  of  the  fiscal  year.

Your  approval  is  requested  to  amend  this  con- 
tract to  provide  for  the  processing  of  up  to  380,000 
more  tickets  than  previously  anticipated,  and  the 
processing  of  up  to  24,000  correspondence  items 
at  the  rate  of  $2.30  per  fully  processed  item.  The 
cost  of  this  amendment,  which  is  effective  on  April 
1,  1982,  shall  not  exceed  $644,000,  which  I  have 
determined  to  be  reasonable.  The  contract,  as 
amended,  shall  not  exceed  $4,169,000.  All  other 
terms  of  the  contract  shall  remain  the  same. 

Because  of  the  unique  familiarity  of  the  con- 
tractor with  the  city's  collection  operations,  and  the 


success  of  the  contract  to  date,  I  believe  that  public! 
advertising  would  serve  no  useful  purpose. 

This  award  letter  was  delayed  to  insure  that  all  I 
costs  of  completion  of  the  contract  would  be  pro- II 
vided  for.  While  this  approach  is  out  of  the  ordinary, 
it  was  appropriate  in  this  case  since  during  the  past 
several  months  several  additional  services  had 
been  contemplated,  but  eventually  rejected.

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MAYOR  WHITE  ANNOUNCES  $296  MILLION  BUDGET 

Trim  Package  Reflects  $23  Million  in  Reductions  by  Mayor,  Council.   


Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  has  announced  a  city/county  operating  budget  of  $296 
million  for  fiscal  1 984.  The  figure  reflects  economies  achieved  by  the  City  Council 
and  Mayor,  by  trimming  a  total  of  $23  million  from  the  original  budget  proposal 
submitted  by  the  administration  last  April. 

In  announcing  the  new  budget,  Mayor  White  also  disclosed  his  plan  to  encum- 
ber 6  percent  of  each  department's  budget.  He  explained  that  the  combination  of 
encumbered  funds  and  budget  reductions  would  ensure  that  a  balanced  budget  be 
passed  on  to  the  next  administration,  despite  revenue  uncertainties  in  three  areas 
(sale  of  parking  garages,  parking  fines,  and  fire  users'  fees.) 

"This  is  a  balanced  budget  that  will  not  jeopardize  necessary  city  services," 
Mayor  White  said.  "It  is  a  trim,  responsible  budget  that  considers  both  the  service 
needs  of  Boston  residents  and  the  revenue  prospects  for  the  fiscal  year. 

"I  have  used  the  strategy  of  encumbering  6  percent  of  each  department's 
budget  as  an  insurance  policy  against  overspending,  in  the  event  that  our  revenues 
in  the  three  uncertain  areas  do  not  come  up  to  our  expectations,"  the  Mayor  ex- 
plained. "There  w///be  a  balanced  budget  in  fiscal  1984." 

The  new  budget  was  reached  after  the  City  Council  trimmed  almost  $17  million 
from  the  proposal  submitted  to  it  by  the  Mayor.  After  the  Council  returned  its  re- 
duced version  of  the  budget  to  the  Mayor,  he  trimmed  it  by  an  additional  $6  million. 

City  Budget  Director  Dennis  Morgan,  noting  that  this  is  the  first  time  in  six 
years  that  the  City  Council  returned  the  budget  before  the  start  of  the  new  fiscal 
year,  said  the  finely  tuned  fiscal  package  was  the  result  of  teamwork. 

"Praise  is  in  order  for  the  City  Council  for  the  excellent  and  expeditious  job  it 
accomplished  in  helping  the  administration  shape  this  budget,"  Morgan  said.  "This 
budget  is  the  product  of  teamwork,  and  the  end  product  is  in  strict  keeping  with  the 
interests  of  the  people  of  Boston." 

Morgan  added  that  the  early  agreement  on  the  budget  affords  the  city  the  lux- 
ury of  planning.  He  said,  however,  that  the  specific  total  revenue  figure  will  not  be 
known  immediately.  Receipts  from  the  sale  of  parking  garages,  the  specific  reve- 
nues collected  from  parking  fines,  and  the  status  of  the  fire  users'  fees  (still  in  litiga- 
tion) must  be  determined  before  the  city  can  announce  what  total  revenues  will  be 
for  fiscal  '84. 

He  said  it  is  expected  that  revenues  from  these  areas  will  be  much  more  clearly 
delineated  before  the  tax  bills  go  out  in  the  fall. 

If  the  revenues  from  these  areas  fall  below  expectations,  the  shortfall  would  be 
absorbed  by  the  6  percent  encumbrance  placed  on  all  departments'  budgets  by 
Mayor  White.  If  the  revenue  picture  in  these  areas  is  positive,  the  encumbrances 
would  be  lifted. 


MAYOR  WHITE  OUTLINES  HIS 
"GOALS  FOR  BOSTON" 
AGENDA 

Underscores  success  of  Public-Private 
Partnerships. 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  has  outlined 
areas,  including  development,  housing, 
education,  and  tax  reform,  where  his 


administration  will  focus  its  efforts  over 
the  next  six  months.  The  Mayor  also 
challenged  business,  government,  and 
community  leaders  to  continue  working 
together  and  providing  solutions  to  the 
city's  toughest  problems.  He  made 
these  remarks  before  the  first  anniver- 
sary meeting  of  the  Goals  for  Boston 
(GFB)  program. 


Mayor  White  said  that  Boston's  down- 
town development  has  been  critical  to 
the  economic  and  psychological  future 
of  the  city  and  that  this  revival  will  con- 
tinue to  pay  dividends  for  Boston's 
neighborhoods.  But,  the  Mayor  also 
emphasized  that  downtown  and  neigh- 
borhood development  must  grow  in 
concert,  and  that  the  benefits  of  the 
downtown  boom  must  continue  to  ex- 
tend to  all  the  neighborhoods.  He  chal- 
lenged business,  government,  and 
community  leaders  to  continue  using 
partnerships  to  build  bridges  between 
downtown  and  the  neighborhoods. 
"There  is  no  room  here  for  'two  Bos- 
tons'," he  said. 

The  Mayor  re-emphasized  his  com- 
mitment to  make  housing  affordable 
and  available  to  all  Bostonians.  He 
lauded  the  Boston  Housing  Partnership 
for  its  efforts  in  developing  housing  for 
low-  and  moderate-income  people  and 
stressed  the  importance  of  the  city's  fair 
housing  home  rule  petition. 

Confidence  in  Boston's  schools  is 
building,  according  to  the  Mayor,  who 
stated  that  the  transition  to  full,  local 
control  "needs  to  go  forward."  He  said 
that  Jean  McKeigue,  who  headed  the 
GFB's  Educational  Planning  Group, 
was  instrumental  "in  developing  a  blue- 
print for  elevating  quality  and  maximiz- 
ing choice  within  the  system."  Mayor 
White  also  said  that  a  consensus  had 
been  reached  on  the  issue  of  tax  reform. 
According  to  the  Mayor,  "An  enlarged 
and  diversified  revenue  base  must  be 
created  to  support  public  services  in  the 
neighborhoods." 

Mayor  White  challenged  all  members 
of  the  Goals  for  Boston  program  to  pur- 
sue these  issues  and  pledged  the  sup- 
port and  dedication  of  his  adminis- 
tration. 

In  his  remarks,  the  Mayor  also  under- 
scored the  success  of  Boston's  many 
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public-private  partnerships  and  lauded 
the  efforts  of  the  Adult  Literacy  Drive, 
the  Boston  Workshop  Series,  the  Pri- 
vate Industry  Council,  the  Housing  Part- 
nership and  the  Boston  Compact.  "The 
pragmatism  of  these  efforts  and  the 
early  results  are  indisputable  and  im- 
pressive," he  said. 

Stating  that  such  partnerships  are 
still  "fragile  and  embryonic,"  Mayor 
White  said  they  remain  vulnerable  to 
shifting  commitment  or  retrenchment, 
and  urged  all  community  leaders  in  at- 
tendance to  ensure  that  this  never  hap- 
pens. He  added  that  partnerships  are 
not  only  timely,  but  have  arrived  "just  in 
time." 

The  GFB  program,  comprised  of  Bos- 
ton's business  and  community  leaders, 
is  the  outgrowth  of  a  challenge  —  a  call 
to  active,  civic  leadership  —  made  by 
Quincy  Market  developer  James  Rouse 
one  year  ago  today. 


ABCD  BANK-TRAINING  PROGRAM 
AWARDS  COLLEGE  CREDITS 

Graduates  of  the  ABCD/Shawmut 
Bank/Bank  of  New  England  training 
program  and  now  eligible  to  receive  col- 
lege credits  through  Bunker  Hill  Com- 
munity College. 

This  accreditation  marks  a  significant 
achievement  for  ABCD  and  its  Urban 
College  Program.  Graduates  of  the 
bank-training  program  participated  in 
ABCD's  June  1 5  Urban  College  gradua- 
tion, where  they  received  certificates 
awarding  them  three  college  credits 
through  Bunker  Hill  Community  Col- 
lege for  completing  the  accounting  por- 
tion of  their  training. 

ABCD's  Urban  College  Program  al- 
ready provides  accredited  college 
courses  in  human  services,  manage- 
ment, and  early  childhood  education 
through  Bunker  Hill  and  Roxbury  Com- 
munity Colleges.  In  addition,  the  Urban 
College  recently  expanded  to  include 
bachelor  degree  courses  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Massachusetts  and  a  mas- 
ter's degree  program  in  conjunction 
with  the  Management  Division  of  Lesley 
College  Graduate  School. 

ABCD  Executive  Director  Robert  M. 
Coard  remarked  that  the  curriculum  for 
other  courses  in  ABCD's  business  skills 
training  programs  with  Shawmut  Bank 
and  Bank  of  New  England,  as  well  as  its 


courses  in  a  new  program  with  State 
Street  Bank  and  the  Private  Industry 
Council  (PIC),  are  under  review  for  ac- 
creditation by  the  community  college 
system.  "This  achievement  provides  a 
significant  link  between  ABCD's  job- 
training  programs  and  our  Urban  Col- 
lege system,"  he  said.  "It's  a  link  that 
will  make  higher  education  a  reality  for 
even  more  members  of  Boston's  low-in- 
come community." 

ABCD's  two-year-old  joint  public- 
/private  sector  program  with  Shawmut 
Bank  and  Bank  of  New  England  trains 
and  guarantees  jobs  in  the  banking  in- 
dustry to  200  persons  annually.  The 
free,  full-time,  twenty-six-week  training 
program  offers  courses  in  typing,  ac- 
counting, business  English,  business 
math,  and  office  calculators.  Last 
month  a  similar  program  was  launched 
for  thirty  students  through  a  joint  effort 
with  State  Street  Bank  and  the  Private 
Industry  Council. 

The  Urban  College  Program  oper- 
ated by  ABCD  offers  free,  job-related 
college  credit  courses  to  members  of 
the  ABCD/delegate  agency  community, 
including  low-income  residents,  staff, 
board  members,  program  enrollees, 
Head  Start  parents,  and  volunteers. 

Coard  said  the  Urban  College  Pro- 
gram serves  as  a  vital  educational  and 
training  center  for  Boston's  low-income 
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residents.  "The  program  provides  a 
second  chance  for  many  people  whosen 
talents  might  otherwise  be  wasted  for-1 
ever,"  he  said.  "ABCD  continues  to  de-  - 
velop  higher  education  programs  inl 
order  to  provide  upward  mobility  forr 
those  with  limited  opportunities.  A  com-  I 
bination  of  formal  education  and  jobl 
training  leads  to  greater  opportunity  fori 
employment."

CITY  TO  FUND  VACANT  LOT  RE-USE 

The  Boston  Neighborhood  Develop- 
ment and  Employment  Agency  (NDEA) 
has  announced  that  it  will  provide  funds 
to  community  groups  interested  in  de- 
veloping city-owned  vacant  lots. 
Through  the  NDEA's  Vacant  Land  Rec- 
lamation Project,  monies  will  be  availa- 
ble for  land  re-uses,  including  but  not 
limited  to:  small  playgrounds,  parks, 
gardens,  and  playing  fields. 

Plans  for  the  redevelopment  of  these 
underutilized  parcels  will  be  selected 
through  a  competitive  Request  for  Pro- 
posal process,  through  which  a  commu- 
nity group  will  select  a  city-owned  lot  in 
its  neighborhood,  prepare  a  proposal 
detailing  the  re-use  plans  for  the  parcel, 
and  enter  into  a  maintenance  agree- 
ment with  the  city  for  two  years  of  rou- 
tine upkeep.  The  city  will  provide  use  of 
the  lot  and  seed  money  to  develop  the 
parcel. 

NDEA  Director  Paul  S.  Grogan  said, 
"This  program  is  an  innovative,  long- 
run  approach  to  the  problem  of  reusing 
and  maintaining  targeted  vacant  lots.  It 
establishes  a  system  of  long-term  care, 
while  at  the  same  time  utilizing  the 
space  for  a  good  public  purpose." 

Another  important  component  of  the 
vacant  lots  program  cited  by  Mr.  Grogan 
is  the  community  involvement  in  the 
planning,  construction,  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  improvements  to  these 
parcels.  It  is  hoped  that  the  community 
groups  seeking  to  redevelop  these  va- 
cant lots  will  lever  commitments  from 
both  the  private  sector  and  other  public 
financing  sources.

MBTA  GENERAL  MANAGER  AP- 
POINTED TO  NATIONAL  COM- 
MITTEE 

U.S.  Transportation  Secretary  Eliza- 
beth H.  Dole  has  appointed  MBTA  Gen- 
eral Manager  James  F.  O'Leary  to  a 
national  transit  advisory  committee. 

Known  as  the  Section  15  Reporting 
System  Advisory  Committee,  the  six- 
teen-member  panel  evaluates  data 
used  by  the  Urban  Mass  Transportation 
Administration  (UMTA)  to  profile  the 
transit  industry  and  to  determine  how  to 
distribute  millions  of  dollars  in  federal 
funds  to  over  300  transit  agencies  each 
year. 


"It's  crucial  that  we  have  accurate 
data  to  understand  the  changing  needs 
and  trends  in  the  nation's  mass  transit 
systems,"  O'Leary  remarked.  "The 
comparative  view  these  statistics  offer 
is  also  helpful  in  determining  how  fed- 
eral operating  funds  should  be  spent." 

Section  15  of  the  Urban  Mass  Trans- 
portation Act  of  1 964  calls  for  a  compre- 
hensive view  of  some  300  American 
transit  systems  to  help  the  transit  indus- 
try make  informed  decisions.  The  com- 
mittee members  represent  local  transit 
authorities,  planning  commissions, 
trade  associations,  labor  organizations, 
state  transportation  departments,  and 
academia. 

In  her  formal  announcement  of  his 
appointment,  Secretary  Dole  told 
O'Leary,  "I  appreciate  your  willingness 
to  serve  in  this  important  advisory  com- 
mittee." 

The  committee  will  hold  its  regular 
meetings  in  Washington,  D.C. 


T  AWARDS  $1 7  MILLION  CONTRACT

"The  MBTA  is  pleased  that  construc- 
tion work  in  the  Southwest  Corridor  is 
progressing  with  widespread  commu- 
nity input  and  support,"  said  Board 
Chairman  Frederick  P.  Salvucci.  "The 
award  of  Southwest  Corridor  construc- 
tion contracts  is  greatly  assisting  the 
economy  of  the  region  by  providing  job 
opportunities  for  local  residents  and 
work  for  local  firms." 

Work  to  be  provided  by  Modern  Conti- 
nental under  the  contract  consists  of 
construction  of  approximately  22.5 
miles  of  rapid  transit  and  commuter  rail 
track  for  the  relocated  Orange  Line, 
Commuter  Rail  and  Amtrak facilities  be- 
ing built  in  the  Southwest  Corridor, 
which  is  the  largest  construction  project 
in  the  history  of  Boston.

I  EMERGENCY  PLAN  FOR  LNG  TRUCKING  IN- 
CIDENTS 

The  New  England  Gas  Association  has  devel- 
oped an  Emergency  Plan  for  LNG  (Liquefied  Natu- 
ral Gas)  Trucking  Incidents  for  New  England. 
According  to  the  plan,  the  Fire  Department,  upon 
request,  can  obtain  assistance  at  the  scene  of  the 
incidence  This  assistance  includes 

(1 )  Information  on  the  properties,  characteristics 
and  cautions  for  LNG; 

(2)  Technical  advice  from  qualified  individuals 
(who  are  available,  on  call  24  hours/day,  7  days/ 
week)  Technical  advice  at  the  scene  of  the  incident 
will  be  provided  by  a  designated  Response  Repre- 
sentative. 

(3)  Providing  a  means  of  contacting  personnel 
trained  in  the  safe  handling  of  LNG  and  in  the 
proper  techniques  of  handling  a  damaged  LNG 
Tank  Truck; 

(4)  Provide  emergency  assistance  that  may  be  re- 
quired at  the  scene  of  an  LNG  trucking  incident. 

The  Fire  Alarm  Office  has  a  complete  description 
of  the  operational  features  of  the  emergency  plan. 

A  copy  of  the  emergency  plan  is  provided  with 
this  order  to  Deputy  and  District  Fire  Chiefs  The 
Chief  in  Charge  of  an  LNG  truck  incident  will  be  re- 
quired to  provide  the  Fire  Alarm  Office  with  specific 
information  on  the  Tank  Truck  Emergency  Ques- 
tionnaire contained  in  the  plan.

On  October  21,  1982,  the  U.S.S. 
"Constitution,"  the  oldest  commis- 
sioned warship  in  the  world  will  observe 
its  185th  anniversary.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  SPONSORS  NEIGHBORHOOD  CRIME  PREVENTION  EXHIBITS 


Commissioner  Joseph  M.  Jordan  announced  recently  that  the  Boston  Police 
Department  will  sponsor  a  series  of  neighborhood  crime  prevention  exhibits  over 
the  next  two  months.  EaGh  of  the  exhibits  will  focus  on  the  particular  needs  and 
problems  of  the  neighborhood  where  it  is  being  held  and  each  of  the  exhibits  will  be 
held  either  on  Saturday  or  Sunday. 

In  making  the  announcement  Commissioner  Jordan  said,  "The  purpose  of 
these  exhibits  is  to  foster  better  police  community  relations  by  making  the  commu- 
nity aware  of  all  the  services  the  department  offers  and  by  fostering  the  develop- 
ment of  local  crime  watches  and  safe  street  programs.

THOUSANDS  START  JOBS 
THROUGH  SUMMERWORKS 

Thousands  of  Boston  youth,  aged 
fourteen  to  twenty-one,  went  to  work  at 
summer  jobs  throughout  the  city  this 
week  as  SUMMERWORKS,  Boston's 
summer  youth  employment  program, 
began  its  operations  for  1983. 

The  program,  sponsored  by  the  City's 
Neighborhood  Development  and  Em- 
ployment Agency  (NDEA)  and  operated 
by  Action  for  Boston  Community  Devel- 
opment (ABCD),  will  provide  2,662  eco- 
nomically disadvantaged  youth  with 
jobs  and  educational  services  for  the 
next  seven  weeks. 

Officiating  at  a  ceremony  held  at  the 
state's  Registry  of  Vital  Records,  Paul 
S.  Grogan,  NDEA  director,  and  Robert 
M.  Coard,  ABCD  executive  director,  for- 
mally announced  the  opening  of  the 
1983  program. 

Grogan  said,  "The  SUMMER- 
WORKS  program  provides  Boston 
youth  with  important  opportunities  for 
summer  jobs  by  contributing  to  their 
personal  growth  and  development 
while  benefiting  public  and  private  non- 
profit agencies.  Economically  disad- 
vantaged high  school  students  acquire 
meaningful  and  well-structured  work 
experience  as  well  as  a  summer  in- 
come. Preparing  these  youth  for  future 
full-time  employment  is  essential  to  the 
sound  economic  growth  of  Boston." 

"ABCD  has  run  the  summer  youth 
employment  program  for  the  past  eigh- 
teen years,"  Coard  said.  "This  year,  we 
placed  more  than  2,600  youths  in  jobs, 
but  more  than  6,500  applications  were 
received.  Youth  are  our  future  and  jobs 
for  youths  should  be  a  priority  of  federal , 
state,  and  local  government.  But  23  per- 
cent of  the  nation's  teenage  labor  force 
is  presently  unemployed  and  jobless- 
ness among  young  black  males 
reached  53. 1  percent  last  year.  Govern- 
ment needs  to  work  closely  with  busi- 
ness and  human  services  providers  to 
improve  this  situation." 

The  young  men  and  women  in  SUM- 
MERWORKS will  be  working  at  more 
than  400  non-profit  public  and  private 
agencies.  Positions  range  from  daycare 
assistants,  patient  escorts,  clerk  typ- 
ists, to  receptionists,  and  worksites  in- 
clude recreation  facilities,  museums, 
hospitals,  daycare  centers,  and  a  wide 
variety  of  offices. 

The  1983  SUMMERWORKS  pro- 
gram features  an  increased  emphasis 


on  career  development.  Youths  attend 
workshops  to  learn  the  basic  skills  of 
finding  and  keeping  a  job,  in  addition  to 
their  daily  work  experience. 


MBTA  RECEIVES  S6.1  MILLION 
FOR  TUNNEL  REHABILITATION 

MBTA  General  Manager  James  F. 
O'Leary  announced  recently  that  the 
transit  authority  received  a  $6,143,850 
grant  from  the  federal  Urban  Mass 
Transportation  Administration  for  tun- 
nel rehabilitation  projects. 

"The  grant  will  allow  the  MBTA  to  con- 
tinue to  undertake  various  tunnel  reha- 
bilitation projects  including  the 
modernization  of  ventilation  shafts  on 
the  Green  Line  between  Park  Street  and 
Haymarket  and  the  Blue  Line  at  Aquar- 
ium Station,"  said  O'Leary.  "Portions  of 
MBTA  subway  tunnels  are  the  oldest  in 
the  nation  and  as  such,  require  atten- 
tion and  modernization.  Although  proj- 
ects such  as  these  are  not  generally  vis- 
ible to  the  riders  of  the  MBTA,  they  are 
nevertheless  important  to  the  safety  of 
the  riders  and  the  overall  operation  of 
transit  service." 

O'Leary  said  the  MBTA's  application 
forfederal  assistance  for  tunnel  rehabil- 
itation was  funded  in  the  maximum 
amount  and  it  will  be  matched  by  an  ad- 
ditional $2,047,950  in  MBTA/state 
funds  to  be  used  for  tunnei  rehabilita- 
tion projects.

MDC  ASKS  PUBLIC  TO  CONSERVE 
WATER  DURING  HOT  SUMMER 
MONTHS 

Metropolitan  District  Commissioner 
William  J.  Geary  today  asked  the  public 
to  use  water  sparingly  during  the  hot 
summer  months.  "With  the  warm 
weather  we  have  been  experiencing 
this  summer  we  tend  to  forget  about  us- 
ing water  wisely,"  said  Commissioner 
Geary.  "This  carelessness  often  puts  a 
heavy  demand  on  the  system  and  re- 
duces the  water  pressure  in  district 
areas." 

In  keeping  with  the  goals  outlined  by 
the  Metropolitan  District  Commission 
(MDC)  during  Conservation  Week  in 
June,  Commissioner  Geary  would  like 
every  citizen  in  the  metropolitan  area  to 
play  an  active  role  in  conserving  water. 
For  example,  try  to  use  your  sprinkler 
system  as  little  as  possible,  make  sure 
all  water  faucets  are  closed  tightly  when 
not  in  use,  and  install  water-saving  de- 
vices for  the  bathroom  facilities.  There 
are  many  kinds  of  water-saving  devices 
available  to  the  consumer  ranging  from 
special  reduced-flow  shower  heads  to 
water-thrifty  shallow  trap  toilets. 


The  MDC  has  worked  diligently  to  in- 
form the  public  as  to  the  current  status 
of  existing  conservation  measures,  to 
involve  schools  in  these  programs  and 
to  make  available  the  expertise  ac- 
quired by  the  many  cities  and  towns 
which  have  already  implemented  suc- 
cessful conservation  programs.

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{    MAYOR  WHITE  DEDICATES  SHIPYARD  PARK 

Park  will  provide  Charlestown  residents  with  access  to  harbor. 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  July  26,  joined  with  residents  of  Charlestown  in  offi- 
cially dedicating  Shipyard  Park,  a  new  4.5-acre  park  at  the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard. 

Mayor  White  said,  "For  the  first  time  in  almost  two  centuries  the  people  of 
Charlestown  have  direct  access  to  Boston  Harbor.  It  is  a  handsome  park.  It  provides 
dramatic  vistas  of  the  downtown  skyline,  and  certainly  shows  that  Boston  is  devel- 
oping public  areas  that  take  full  advantage  of  our  unique  location  on  one  of  the 
world's  great  harbors." 


The  park  and  adjacent  areas,  includ- 
ing Pier  4  and  Dry  Dock  2,  make  up  16 
acres  of  the  100-acre  Navy  Yard  project. 
The  park  includes  landscape  areas 
which  combine  a  gently  rolling  meadow 
with  tree-lined  paths,  shrubs,  and 
flower  beds.  In  addition,  the  park  con- 
tains a  children's  play  area  and  a  granite 
fountain. 

BRA  Board  Chairman  Robert  L.  Far- 
rell  said,  "The  BRA  planned  the  Navy 
Yard  project  so  there  would  be  public 
amenities  for  the  residents  of  Charles- 
town. This  park— as  handsome  as  any 
park  in  the  city— will  contribute  in  a  sig- 
nificant way  to  improving  the  quality  of 
life  in  Charlestown." 

BRA  Director  Robert  J.  Ryan  said 
that  the  park  and  marina  will  be  open 
from  8  a.m.  to  10  p.m.  Ryan  said,  "Be- 
cause construction  activity  is  still  taking 
place  in  the  Navy  Yard,  it  is  in  the  best 
interest  of  public  safety  to  limit  use  of 
the  park." 

The  remainder  of  the  park  consists  of 
the  historic  dry  dock  and  Pier  4,  which 
will  have  a  public  marina.  Rest  rooms 
and  a  refreshment  area  will  also  be  in- 
cluded. 

Construction  of  the  park  cost  $2.4 
million,  of  which  almost  $500,000  went 
to  rebuild  Pier  4  and  the  new  public  ma- 
rina. The  funds  came  from  a  combina- 
tion of  federal  programs,  including 
grants  from  Economic  Development 
Administration,  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor 
Recreation,  and  an  Urban  Develop- 
ment Action  Grant. 

The  park  has  already  received  a  na- 
tional landscape  award  from  the  Ameri- 
can Association  of  Nurserymen  and  a 


citation  from  Progressive  Architecture 
Magazine. 

The  park  has  always  been  consid- 
ered a  focal  point  of  the  multi-use 
Charlestown  Navy  Yard  development. 
In  addition  to  residential  and  commer- 
cial developments,  the  Navy  Yard  will 
be  the  site  for  a  proposed  telecommuni- 
cations-satellite facility  proposed  by 
Mayor  White. 

The  park  was  designed  by  the  archi- 
tectural firm,  Childs,  Bertman,  Tse- 
chares  and  Cassendino  in  conjunction 
with  the  BRA.

FOCUS  ON  HEALTH 

Walk  intentionally 

Did  you  know  that  walking  is  one  of 
the  best  forms  of  exercise?  Walking 
steps  upyourcirculation  by  getting  your 
heart  to  pump  a  little  faster. 

As  busy  as  your  day  might  be,  you  still 
have  time  to  do  some  leg  extending. 
Take  part  of  your  lunch  time  to  walk 
around  the  block  instead  of  spending 
the  entire  period  eating  or  reading.  Get 
away  from  the  tensions  of  the  office  and 
take  a  relaxing  stroll  to  catch  the  sights. 
Swing  your  arms  when  you  walk.  It 
helps  to  relieve  tension. 

Don't  start  by  walking  a  mileor  even  a 
half-mile,  if  you  haven't  been  walking 
much.  Walk  around  the  block  or  down 
to  the  local  grocery  store  instead  of  us- 
ing your  car.  Start  with  short  distances 
and  gradually  build  up  your  walking 
time.  Be  sure  to  wear  a  good  pair  of 
walking  shoes  with  low  heels  and  good 
support  for  your  feet  (keep  your  fashion- 
able shoes  at  the  office.)  Good  shoes 
will  help  you  to  walk  farther,  more  com- 
fortably. 

Walking  can  also  be  a  good  way  to 
help  lose  weight  if  you  do  enough  of  it. 
Walking  at  a  speed  of  two  miles  per  hour 
burns  up  2.5  to  4.0  calories  per  minute, 
or  240  calories  per  hour.  If  you  step  up 
your  pace  to  3.5  miles  per  hour  you 
could  lose  360  calories  per  hour.  At  that 
rate,  if  you  don't  increase  your  food  in- 
take, you  could  lose  15  pounds  in  one 
year,  simply  by  walking  an  hour  every 
day. 

You  can  make  walking  part  of  your 
everyday  routine— even  at  work.  If  pos- 
sible, use  the  stairs  instead  of  the  esca- 
lators or  elevator  in  your  building.  Walk 
up  the  moving  escalator  if  you  are  a  be- 
ginner, or  get  off  the  elevator  on  the  floor 
below  your  own  (security  regulations 
permitting)  and  walk  up  one  flight  of 
stairs. 

If  you  take  public  transportation  to 
work,  allow  yourself  a  few  extra  minutes 
to  get  off  one  stop  earlier  or  later  than 
normal.  Then  use  the  extra  time  to  walk 
those  few  extra  blocks  to  the  office.  If 
you  must  drive  to  work,  park  a  little  fur- 
ther away  from  the  building.  If  your  car 
goes  in  a  parking  garage,  park  on  the 
higher  levels  of  the  garage  and  ignore 
the  elevator— walk  down  the  stairs. 

Be  an  explorer.  When  you  leave  work, 
try  a  new  route  to  your  car  or  transporta- 
tion stop.  You  may  find  some  new  points 


of  interest  along  the  way  that  you  never 
knew  were  there. 

If  you  go  on  vacation  in  a  new  city, 
walk  around  and  get  your  bearings. 
Take  walking  tours  in  cities,  nature 
walks  in  the  country,  and  of  course,  long 
walks  on  the  beach. 

On  weekends  when  you  have  more 
time,  here  are  other  ways  to  walk  your- 
self to  health. 

When  you  shop,  park  at  the  far  corner 
of  the  parking  lot.  You'll  not  only  do 
some  extra  walking  but  you'll  get  some 
extra  exercise  when  lugging  those 
packages  back  to  the  car.  Even  if  you 
don't  want  to  buy  anything  you  can  walk 
around  town  or  a  mall  and  window  shop. 

Take  long  walks  on  your  day  off.  Stroll- 
ing through  the  park  or  on  the  beach  is 
also  a  relaxing  way  to  wind  down  after  a 
hectic  week.  The  fresh  air  can't  be  beat. 

Try  looking  at  your  own  neighborhood 
on  foot.  You  may  enjoy  discovering  that 
things  look  a  lot  different  from  the  side- 
walk than  from  a  car.  It  will  give  you  a 
chance  to  stop  along  the  way  to  visit 
with  a  friend  or  neighbor— something 
you  can't  do  if  you're  flying  by  in  a  car. 

As  you  find  yourself  walking  more,  try 
adding  some  gentle  hills  to  your  route. 
The  extra  exercise  that  comes  from 
climbing  will  help  your  heart  and  body 
become  even  stronger. 

When  your  body  becomes  accus- 
tomed to  walking  distances,  you  may 
want  to  try  jogging.  But  make  sure  you 
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have  the  proper  shoes  for  jogging.  Reg- 
ular sneakers  may  cause  more  harm 
than  good.  It  is  always  wise  to  check 
with  your  doctor  before  embarking  on  a 
more  strenuous  exercise  program  like 
jogging. 

Make  exercise  and  walking  a  group 
effort.,  Talking  with  someone  while 
you're  walking  can  make  the  time  pass 
quickly.  You  may  find  yourself  looking 
forward  to  your  daily  walk. 

Take  a  walk  early  in  the  morning, 
when  everything  is  still  quiet.  It'll  put 
you  in  a  better  mood  all  day.  Take  a  walk 
late  in  the  evening,  and  look  at  the  stars. 

Think  of  other  ways  to  walk  yourself  to 
health.  You  can  find  the  time  if  you  really 
want  to  Health  thyself. 

Walk  to  be  fit 

Walking  is  an  aerobic  exercise.  Walk- 
ing consumes  calories  and  improves 
circulation.  It  stimulates  heart  and  lung 
activity  sufficiently  to  increase  the 
amount  of  oxygen  delivered  to  body  tis- 
sues. The  increased  supply  of  oxygen 
will  allow  the  body  to  sustain  higher  lev- 
els of  activity  over  a  period  of  time  with- 
out drawing  upon  body  reserves  and 
running  out  of  energy. 

There  are  three  components  of  an 
aerobic  exercise  program:  frequency, 
duration,  intensity. 

Frequency.  A  walking  program 
should  be  done  at  least  onnce  every 
other  day  to  build  endurance,  flexibility 
and  to  allow  the  body  to  adapt  properly. 

Duration.  A  walking  program  should 
be  twenty  to  thirty  minutes  of  continu- 
ous activity  per  day,  maintaining  the 
pulse  rate  at  60  percent  to  75  percent  of 
the  maximal  heart  rate.  This  is  your  tar- 
get heart  rate  zone.  To  get  the  most  out 
of  your  walking  program,  stay  within 
your  target  heart  rate  zone.  There  is  no 
need  to  exceed  it.  Be  sure  to  warm  up 
and  cool  down,  before  and  after  exercis- 
ing. 

Intensity.  If  you  are  under  the  age  of 
thirty-five  and  are  in  good  health,  you 
may  begin  a  walking  program  within 
your  target  rate  zone.  If  you  are  over 
thirty-five,  or  if  you  are  unsure  of  your 
health,  seek  the  advice  of  a  physician 
before  beginning  any  new  exercise  pro- 
gram. 

Your  target  Heart  Rate  Zone.  The  in- 
tensity of  a  walking  program  is  deter- 
mined by  establishing  a  target  heart 
rate  zone.  The  target  heart  rate  zone  is 
between  60  percent  and  75  percent  of 
the  maximal  heart  rate.  For  the  average 
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person  in  good  health,  the  maximal 
heart  rate  is  determined  by  subtracting 
age  in  years  from  220. 

Count  your  pulse. 

Determine  whether  or  not  you  are 
staying  within  your  target  heart  rate 
zone  by  learning  to  count  your  pulse. 
You'll  need  a  watch  that  shows  seconds 
to  do  this.  The  pulse  is  most  easily 
counted  at  the  radial  artery  in  your  wrist. 
Place  the  finger  tips  of  the  first,  second 
and  third  fingers  of  one  hand  at  the  base 
of  the  thumb  of  the  opposite  hand, 
pressing  lightly  until  the  pulse  is  felt. 
Count  the  number  of  pulses  in  ten  sec- 
onds. (Multiply  the  ten  seconds  count 
by  six  to  get  minute  pulse  rate.) 

After  you  have  walked  for  five  min- 
utes, stop  and  check  your  pulse.  Com- 
pare the  ten-second  pulse  count  to  your 
target  heart  rate  zone  to  be  sure  you  are 
within  your  range.  At  the  end  of  your 
walk,  count  your  pulse  again  to  be  sure 
you  have  not  exceeded  it.  In  two  weeks 
time,  if  you  follow  your  walking  program 
regularly,  you'll  probably  need  to  walk 
faster  to  stay  within  your  target  heart 
rate  zone.  Never  walk  to  the  intensity 
that  you  will  become  so  out  of  breath, 
you  cannot  carry  on  a  conversation 
while  you  are  walking.  If  you  have  any 
aches  or  pains  lasting  more  than  a  few 
minutes,  stopand  rest.  If  any  discomfort 
persists  consult  your  doctor. 

Walking  is  a  good  way  to  make  fitness 
an  integral  part  of  your  daily  life.  Enjoy 
regular  exercise  by  walking. 


ABCD  OFFERS  HEALTH  CAREER 
JOB-TRAINING  PROGRAM 

For  the  first  time,  Action  for  Boston 
Community  Development  (ABCD)  is  of- 
fering a  certification  course  in  phlebot- 
omy —  the  drawing  of  blood  from 
patients  for  testing. 

Sixteen  phlebotomy  trainees  are 
learning  to  draw  blood  from  patients, 
prepare  and  label  medical  equipment, 
deliver  blood  samples,  and  administer 
cardio-pulmonary  resuscitation. 

The  new  Phlebotomy  Certificate  Pro- 
gram is  preparing  students  for  a  new 
health  care  field.  Graduates  of  the  full- 
time,  three-month  program  will  be  able 
to  find  employment  at  hospitals,  clinics, 
or  community  health  agencies  as  certi- 
fied phlebotomists. 


The  program  runs  this  summer  from 
May  23  to  August  26.  Students  have 
daily  academic  instruction  in  health 
care  skills  development,  medical  termi- 
nology, and  phlebotomy  technology  at 
Bunker  Hill  Community  College,  receiv- 
ing eight  credit  hours.  Guided  clinical 
training  comes  from  a  six-week  intern- 
ship, thirty  hours  per  week,  at  hospitals 
including  Brigham  and  Women's  Hospi- 
tal, Boston  City  Hospital,  and  Tufts  New 
England  Medical  Center.  The  program 
has  applied  to  the  National  Phlebotomy 
Association  for  national  certification. 

The  sixteen  students,  ranging  in  age 
from  eighteen  to  thirty-nine,  receive  a 
small  stipend  while  in  training.  Appli- 
cants must  be  eligible  for  the  ABCD 
New  Careers  Program,  have  a  high 
school  diploma  or  G.E.D.,  and  com- 
plete eligibility  tests.  An  intensive  inter- 
view process  sought  applicants  with 
traits  such  as  maturity,  rapport  with  peo- 
ple, and  the  ability  to  work  under  stress- 
ful conditions  and  put  people  at  ease. 

Funding  for  the  program  comes  from 
the  City  of  Boston's  Neighborhood  De- 
velopment and  Employment  Agency 
(NDEA). 

An  advisory  committee,  made  up  of 
representatives  from  ABCD,  Bunker  Hill 
Community  College,  Brigham  and 
Women's  Hospital,  PIC,  Red  Cross,  and 
the  Private  Industry  Council  (PIC)  de- 
signed the  program.

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MBTA  CRIME  ON  THE  DECREASE 

Crime  at  the  MBTA  was  down  1 1 .9 
percent  in  the  first  six  months  of  1983 
compared  to  the  same  period  last  year, 
MBTA  Police  Chief  William  J.  Bratton 
announced  recently. 

"This  decrease  in  crime  incidents  is 
very  encouraging.  Our  job  now  is  to  see 
that  it  continues,"  Bratton  said  when  re- 
leasing the  preliminary  report,  which 
traces  Part  One,  or  felony,  crimes  on  the 
transit  system. 

Reported  incidents  for  the  month  of 
June,  1 983,  decreased  1 2  percent  com- 
pared to  June,  1 982,  dropping  from  1 78 
to  157,  down  twenty-one  incidents. 

MBTA  police  made  422  arrests  in  the 
first  six  months  of  1983,  up  96  arrests 
from  the  previous  year's  six-month  fig- 
ure of  326,  or  a  29  percent  overall  in- 
crease. 

Bratton  attributed  the  decline  to  in- 
creased aggressiveness  and  visibility  of 
the  Authority's  Police,  who  are  using  im- 
proved crime  analysis  to  target  their  pa- 
trol efforts  more  effectively. 

MBTA  General  Manager  James  F. 
O'Leary  said  he  expects  further  im- 
provements in  the  months  ahead  as 
Governor  Dukakis's  Seven-Point  Crime 
Package  is  implemented. 

"Through  increased  coordination 
with  local  police  and  the  addition  of 
thirty-four  officers  to  the  MBTA  Police 
force,  we  expect  to  continue  to  reduce 
not  only  the  actual  incidents  of  crime, 
but  also  riders'  fear  of  crime,"  said 
O'Leary.  He  said  that  fear  of  crime  has 
grown  out  of  proportion  to  the  actual 
number  of  incidents. 

The  report  says  robberies  declined 
by  20  percent,  larcenies  by  1 1  percent, 
and  burglaries  by  21  percent.  Assaults 
were  down  4  percent  and  murders, 
down  50  percent,  with  two  in  1982  and 
one  in  1983.  Motor  vehicle  thefts  were 
up  to  38  percent,  and  there  were  two  re- 
ported rapes  in  1983  compared  to  one 
during  the  first  six  months  of  1 982. 

Statistics  show  that  crime  on  the  Or- 
ange Line  was  down  20.6  percent;  and 
on  the  Red  Line,  7.2  percent.  The  Blue 
Line  saw  a  .02  percent  increase,  while 
reported  incidents  were  up  24.9  percent 
on  the  Green  Line. 

Bratton  said  that  lower  crime  rates  on 
the  Orange  Line  resulted  from  in- 
creased presence  of  uniformed  police 
on  that  line.  In  reponse  to  the  increase 
of  incidents  on  the  Green  Line,  which 


were  mostly  from  pickpockets,  MBTA 
Police  have  assigned  two  decoy  teams 
to  patrol  the  area. 

"The  teams  have  made  a  signigicant 
number  of  arrests  already,"  Bratton 
said.  Six  "career"  criminals  have  been 
arrested,  and,  with  the  cooperation  of 
Suffolk  County  District  Attorney  New- 
man Flanagan's  Office,  all  were  suc- 
cessfully prosecuted  in  Boston 
Municipal  Court.  Two  were  immediately 
incarcerated  while  the  other  four  are  ap- 
pealing for  six-person  jury  trials. 

"This  cooperative  effort  by  the  Dis- 
trict Attorney  and  the  MBTA  will  target 
career  criminals  who  commit  the  vast 
majority  of  crime  on  the  MBTA  and 
should  result  in  significant  reduction  in 
crime,"  Bratton  said.

States.  The  3.2-mile  extension  includes  I 

new  stations  at  Harvard  Square,  Porter  1 

Square,  Davis  Square  and  Alewife.  I 
Service  to  Porter,  Davis  and  Alewife  is 
scheduled  for  the  fall  of  1 984. 


LOW  INTEREST  MORTGAGE 
PROGRAM  REVISED 

A  bond  sale  scheduled  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Housing  Finance  Agency 
(MHFA)  to  provide  low-interest,  mort- 
gage funds  for  first  time  homebuyers 
took  place  as  rescheduled  on  August 
11,1983. 

The  interest  rate  on  the  mortgage 
funds  and  the  names  of  lenders  through 
which  funds  were  available  were  pub- 
lished by  the  MHFA. 

Before  applying  for  the  mortgage 
funds,  borrowers  must  obtain  a  pre- 
numbered  MHFA  voucher.  These  are 
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scheduled  to  be  distributed  by  partici- 
pating lenders  starting  on  August  16, 
1983,  on  a  first-come,  first-served  ba- 
sis. Voucher  numbers  will  determine 
the  order  in  which  mortgage  applica- 
tions are  processed  by  participating 
lenders.  Beginning  on  August  18, 1983, 
voucher  holders  will  have  seven  days 
from  the  date  shown  on  their  vouchers 
to  submit  their  mortgage  applications  to 
their  participating  lenders.  Funds  are 
scheduled  to  be  made  available  to  local 
lenders  by  the  MHFA  on  August  24, 
1983. 

The  size  of  the  bond  issue  has  also 
been  increased  to  provide  an  estimated 
$100  million  in  low-interest,  mortgage 
funds.  Of  these  funds,  $40  million  will 
be  reserved  for  a  new-construction,  set- 
aside  program.  Of  the  remaining  $60 
million  in  funds,  approximately  $20  mil- 
lion will  be  reserved  for  High  Priority 
Mortage  Loans. 

Eligibility  requirements  for  the  low-in- 
terest, mortgage  funds  have  not  been 
changed  since  the  program  was  an- 
nounced in  July. 


PUBLIC  SERVICES  BILLBOARDS 
ON  BOSTON  COMMON 

Commissioner  Joseph  M.  Jordan  to- 
day unveiled  the  first  in  a  series  of  pub- 
lic service  billboards  that  the  Boston 
Police  Department  will  be  displaying  in 
conjunction  with  Ackerley  Communica- 
tions of  Massachusetts  in  a  ceremony 
on  Boston  Common. 

At  the  ceremony  Commissioner  Jor- 
dan said,  "I  am  very  appreciative  of  the 
cooperation  that  Ackerley  Communica- 
'  tions  has  extended  to  the  Boston  Police 
Department  and  believe  that  the  collab- 
oration of  the  two  agencies  will  have  a 
'  positive  impact  on  the  safety  of  the  resi- 
dents of  the  City  of  Boston.

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FALSE  SECURITY  ALARM  SYSTEM  REVIEW 


Comm.  Jordan  notes  drop  in  false  alarm  figures  as  result  of  ordinance. 

Commissioner  Joseph  M.  Jordan,  on  July  30,  released  figures  for  the  first  year 
of  implementation  of  the  False  Security  Alarm  Ordinance  and  noted  a  48.3  percent 
drop  in  the  number  of  false  alarms  received  by  the  Boston  Police  Department  since 
the  program's  inception  on  July  18,  1982.  At  the  same  time,  the  Commissioner 
pointed  out  that  624  individuals  and  firms  have  paid  fines  totaling  $1 7,440.  Thirty- 
eight  fines  were  $1 00;  sixty-four  fines  were  for  $50;  and  522  fines  were  for  $20. 

During  the  fiscal  year  July  1,  1981 ,  through  June  30,  1982,  the  Police  Depart- 
ment responded  to  40,000  security  alarms  and  averaged  1 1 3  false  alarms  per  day. 
More  than  98  percent  of  all  alarms  answered  by  the  department  turned  out  to  be 
false  alarms.  At  present,  the  department  is  averaging  fifty-eight  security  alarm  calls 
per  day. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  (July  1 ,  1 982,  through  June  30,  1 983)  through  the 
anniversary  of  the  ordinance,  the  department  responded  to  20,676  security  alarms 
which  represented  a  decrease  of  1 9,324  calls  over  the  year  before. 

In  commenting  on  the  reduction,  Ordinance  Enforcement  Program, 
Commissioner  Jordan  said,  "I  am  very    pointed  out  that  "the  department  has 


pleased  with  the  success  of  the  pro- 
gram and  the  dramatic  decrease  in  the 
number  of  false  alarms  that  are  being 
received  by  the  department.  In  1982, 
the  department  expended  16,000  man 
hours  answering  false  alarms  and  in 
1983  that  figure  was  cut  to  8,320.  That 
drop  has  enabled  us  to  redeploy  those 
resources  and  use  them  on  neighbor- 
hood patrol  where  their  visibility  is  a  de- 
terrent to  crime. 

"I  am  also  very  encouraged  by  the  co- 
operation given  by  most  security  alarm 
owners.  However,  I  also  believe  that  the 
rapid  drop  in  false  alarms  indicates  that 
many  of  the  false  alarms  received  by  the 
police  in  the  past  were  due  to  simple 
negligence  or  to  the  desire  for  an  addi- 
tional police  check  of  property,"  the 
Commissioner  continued. 

"Our  goal  over  the  next  year,"  the 
Commissioner  said,  "is  to  reduce  these 
false  alarms  even  more.  The  depart- 
ment is  obligated  to  send  two  officers  to 
respond  to  each  of  them  and  there  is  lit- 
tle justification  for  the  department  to  tie 
up  its  resources  answering  false 
alarms." 

Mark  Lynch,  the  department's  Direc- 
tor of  Management  and  Budget  and  the 
coordinator  of  the  False  Security  Alarm 


received  excellent  cooperation  from  the 
owners  of  security  alarm  systems.  Al- 
most 1 00  percent  of  the  fines  have  been 
paid  in  full  and  there  are  very  few 
chronic  repeaters.  This  is  in  sharp  con- 
trast to  the  situation  a  year  ago  when  52 
percent  of  all  false  alarms  came  from  lo- 
cations that  turned  in  ten  or  more  false 
alarms  per  year. 

"I  attribute  the  success  of  the  pro- 
gram to  the  educational  program  that 
the  department  conducted  during  the 
first  three  months  of  the  new  system," 
Lynch  said.  "During  that  time  every 
alarm  owner  was  contacted  and  the  new 
regulation  was  thoroughly  explained. 
Most  owners  appeared  to  be  receptive 
and  the  drop  in  the  number  of  false 
alarms  has  confirmed  that  impression." 

The  Security  Alarm  Ordinance, 
which  was  passed  by  the  City  Council  in 
conjunction  with  Mayor  White,  gave  se- 
curity alarm  users  ninety  days  to  make 
sure  that  their  systems  were  working 
properly.  Once  the  grace  period  ex- 
pired, police  were  ordered  to  fine  users 
for  every  false  alarm  beyond  the  second 
one  in  a  calendar  year  according  to  a 
fixed-fee  schedule. 

The  ordinance  stipulated  that  a  fee  of 
$20  would  be  levied  for  the  third  false 


alarm  in  a  calendar  year;  $50  for  the 
fourth  false  alarm  in  a  calendar  year; 
and  $1 00  for  the  fifth  false  alarm  and  for 
each  subsequent  false  alarm.  It  also  re- 
quired the  Police  Commissioner  to  no- 
tify the  owner  of  a  security  alarm  system 
after  the  second  false  alarm  and  de- 
mand that  it  be  repaired.  If  the  Commis- 
sioner determined  that  the  owner  had 
not  taken  the  proper  steps  to  repair  the 
alarm  he  was  empowered  to  have  it  dis- 
connected for  a  period  of  thirty  days. 

A  number  of  studies  based  on  the  ex- 
perience of  other  cities  that  had  imple- 
mented a  similar  ordinance  had 
indicated  that  Boston  could  have  ex- 
pected an  initial  decrease  of  27  percent 
during  the  first  year  and  a  50  percent 
decrease  during  the  second  year. 

Revenues  accruing  to  the  depart- 
ment from  a  combination  of  manpower 
savings  and  fines  during  the  first  year  of 
implementation  are  estimated  to  be 
$150,000. 

MAYOR  ANNOUNCES  SUPPORT  OF 
PLANNED  CENTRAL  ARTERY 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  recently  an- 
nounced his  support  for  a  proposal  to 
depress  the  Central  Artery.  He  said  the 
project  would  provide  Boston  with 
large-scale  economic  benefits  and  help 
solve  one  of  the  region 's  major  transpor- 
tation problems. 

The  Mayor  emphasized,  however, 
that  before  any  such  long-term  project 
is  begun  he  concerns  of  Boston's 
neighborhoods  must  be  addressed  and 
resolved.  He  said  he  was  aware  that 
there  are  also  technical  concerns  that 
must  be  answered  before  any  ground  is 
broken. 

"The  enormous  benefits  that  Boston 
would  gain  from  a  depressed  Central 
Artery  should  give  all  of  us  all  the  incen- 
tive we  need  to  work  together  to  iron  out 
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any  problems  that  arise  —  and  then  pro- 
ceed with  the  job,"  Mayor  White  said. 
"The  time  has  come  to  put  the  Central 
Artery  project  on  the  front  burner.  The 
opportunity  is  at  hand  for  us  to  move  our 
city  a  giant  step  forward." 

Directing  his  focus  to  the  economic 
aspects  of  the  proposal,  the  Mayor  said 
the  Central  Artery  depression  would 
provide  residents  of  Boston  and  the 
area  with  hundreds  of  jobs  for  virtually 
the  rest  of  this  century. 

"In  addition,"  he  continued,  "down- 
town Boston  will  have  some  twenty  ad- 
ditional prime  acres  for  development 
once  the  Central  Artery  is  depressed 
and  covered.  This  will  mean  millions  of 
dollars  in  new  tax  revenues  that  can  be 
pumped  into  the  neighborhoods  in  the 
form  of  city  services." 

Noting  that  the  elevated  Central  Ar- 
tery would  be  torn  down  after  the  de- 
pressed highway  was  in  place,  Mayor 
White  said,  "With  the  removal  of  an  un- 
sightly, physical  barrier  between  down- 
town and  the  North  End,  the  face  of  our 
central  city  will  be  greatly  enhanced  and 
unified.  This  is  a  change  that  all  people, 
Bostonians  and  visitors  alike,  will 
warmly  welcome." 

The  proposal  also  makes  sense  in 
long-range  transportation  terms,  the 
Mayor  said.  He  pointed  out  that  the  al- 
ternative to  a  depressed  Central  Artery 
would  be  the  redecking  of  the  present 
roadway,  a  $100-million  project  that 
would  bottle  up  traffic  in  Boston's  core 
for  three  years,  and  under-Artery  park- 
ing would  stop. 

"That  really  doesn't  make  sense," 
Mayor  White  said,  "because  what  you'd 
have  when  the  work  was  done  would  be 
more  of  the  same  —  a  highway  that 
doesn't  even  come  close  to  meeting  the 
requirements  of  the  1980s,  not  to  men- 
tion the  decades  ahead.  If  we  took  this 
route,  we  would  be  condemning  our- 
selves to  a  future  of  frustration." 

The  depressed  Central  Artery,  he 
noted,  would  be  widened  to  four  lanes. 
This  would  not  only  allow  the  60  percent 
of  the  motorists  who  make  up  the 
"through  traffic"  to  get  past  the  city 
more  quickly,  it  would  also  improve  the 
congested  traffic  situation  on  city 
streets  in  the  Central  Arterf  area. 

Another  factor  the  Mayor  noted  was 
that  90  percent  of  the  funds  needed  to 
depress  the  Central  Artery  would  come 


from  the  Federal  Highway  Administra- 
tion. These  funds  accumulate  from  mo- 
torists' federal  gasoline  taxes. 

"This  is  an  opportunity  for  Boston 
area  motorists  to  get  their  fair  share  of 
the  gasoline  tax  money,"  the  Mayor 
said.  "If  we  don't  move  ahead,  this 
money  could  go  to  one  of  the  Sun  Belt 
states." 

Mayor  White  noted  that  the  plan,  Al- 
ternative 5A  with  design  modification, 
includes  a  cross-harbor  tunnel  from 
South  Boston  to  Logan  Airport's  Bird  Is- 
land Flats.  He  said  he  would  confer  with 
representatives  from  South  Boston  and 
East  Boston  before  making  an  an- 
nouncement on  this  aspect  of  the  plan 
late  this  month. 

Last  summer,  the  Mayor  opposed  a 
third  harbor  tunnel,  which,  under  a  dif- 
ferent proposal,  would  have  surfaced  in 
East  Boston.  The  new  proposal  was 
drawn  up  to  minimize  neighborhood  im- 
pact and  ease  Central  Artery  conges- 
tion. Nevertheless,  Mayor  White  said  he 
wanted  to  study  this  aspect  of  the  plan 
further  and  to  receive  more  input  from 
people  in  the  neighborhoods. 


SBA:  A  BARGAIN  FOR 
AMERICAN  TAXPAYERS 

The  Small  Business  Administration  is 
celebrating  its  thirtieth  anniversary. 
SBA,  a  small  independent  executive 
branch  agency,  came  into  existence 
when  President  Eisenhower  signed  the 
Small  Business  Act  on  July  30, 1 953. 

Throughout  the  last  thirty  years,  Con- 
gress has  assigned  new  and  wider  re- 
sponsibilities to  the  agency,  John  J. 
McNally,  Jr.,  director  of  SBA's  Massa- 
chusetts office,  said  today. 

He  said  that  "in  carrying  out  its  basic 
mission  of  assisting,  counseling  and 
championing  the  causes  of  the  nation's 
13,000,000  small  businesses,  SBA  of- 
fers financial  and  management  assist- 
ance, helps  small  firms  win  federal 
procurement  contracts,  manages  spe- 
cial programs  to  help  small  firms  owned 
by  minorities,  women,  veterans,  and 
handicapped,  and— perhaps  most  im- 
portant—acts as  an  advocate  for  small 
business  in  and  out  of  government." 

McNally  said  that  in  the  last  five  years 
alone,  15,000,000  men  and  women  at- 
tended SBA-sponsored  management 
training  sessions  around  the  country. 

"In  addition,  hundreds  of  people  ei- 
ther interested  in  going  into  small  busi- 
ness and  those  already  in  business  took 


part  in  management  assistance  semi- 
nars, workshops  and  other  training  ses- 
sions sponsored  by  SBA. 

"Hundreds  of  additional  men  and 
women  have  been  counseled,  free  of 
charge,  by  the  area  chapter  of 
SCORE— the  Service  Corps  of  Retired 
Executives— ACE— the  Active  Corps  of 
Executives.  Also  helping  small  busi- 
ness owners  have  been  business  ad- 
ministration students,  part  of  a  450 
university  and  college  network  of  Small 
Business  Institutes  sponsored  by  SBA." 

John  McNally  said  these  statistics 
"reflect  the  important  and  major  role 
which  SBA  has  played,  and  is  playing, 
in  this  area."  He  also  said  the  "firms  and 
individuals  assisted  by  SBA  have  cre- 
ated many,  manyjobs  in  this  area.  Taxes 
generated  by  SBA-assisted  companies 
have  far  exceeded  the  overall  taxpayer 
costs  of  running  SBA.  Residents  of  this 
area  have  a  real  bargain  in  SBA." 

On  a  national  level,  SBA  in  its  thirty 
years  has  directed  about  461 ,000  busi- 
ness loans  to  small  firms  in  every  state, 
the  District  of  Columbia,  Puerto  Rico, 
and  Guam.  These  loans  have  been 
worth  about  $35.7  billion. 

Tha  agency  also  has  made  about 
905,000  loans  to  businesses  and  indi- 
viduals adversely  affected  by  natural  di- 
sasters, The  disaster  loans  have  been 
worth  about  $12.2  billion. 
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Mr.  McNally  said  that  in  the  last  five 
years  alone,  1.5  million  men  and 
women  attended  SBA-sponsored  man- 
agement training  sessions  around  the 
country. 

"On  a  national  level  as  well  as  the  lo- 
cal level,"  John  McNally  said,  "SBA  has 
been  an  important  factor  in  keeping  the 
nation's  small  businesses  viable,  grow- 
ing and  a  continuing  important  part  of 
the  national  economy.  When  the 
agency  was  started  in  1953,  there  were 
4,200,000  small  businesses  in  the 
country;  today  there  are  1 3,000,000. 

"Other  statistics  show  that  a  record 
number  of  Americans  are  starting  their 
own  businesses.  The  dream  of  being 
your  own  boss  remains  strong  in  our 
country."

NPS  PLANS  RESTORATION  OF 
THE  AFRICAN  MEETING  HOUSE 

The  National  Park  Service  (NPS)  an- 
nounced initial  plans  for  the  rehabilita- 
tion of  the  African  Meeting  House,  a 
building  located  at  8  Smith  Court  off  Joy 
Street  within  the  Boston  African  Ameri- 
can National  Historic  Site  on  Beacon 
Hill.  The  plans  include  preparing  speci- 
fications for  contracting  the  installation 
of  a  new  heating  system  and  entry 
alarms;  the  stabilization,  repair,  or  re- 
placement of  floors,  stairs,  balconies, 
and  ceilings;  and  the  installation  of  new 
restrooms.  Also  specifications  will  be 
prepared  for  the  construction  of  an  addi- 
tional egress  for  the  pulpit  and  the  reha- 
bilitation of  the  balcony,  wainscotting, 
plaster  walls,  paint,  wall  paper,  furnish- 
ings, shuttersand  blinds.  Further  speci- 
fications will  be  written  for  the 
development  of  office  and  exhibit  space 
and  the  rehabilitation  of  windows,  doors 
and  light  fixtures. 

"The  National  Park  Service  is 
pleased  to  be  able  to  move  forward  with 
this  project  in  response  to  a  million-dol- 
lar supplemental  appropriation  signed 
by  the  President  on  Saturday,  July  30," 
stated  Dorothea  Powell,  site  manager  of 
Boston  African  American  National  His- 
toric Site.  "Our  hope  is  to  be  able  to  ad- 
vertise a  contract  in  the  spring  of  1984 
and  see  the  initial  rehabilitation  work 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  year,"  Po- 
well said. 

Built  in  1806,  the  African  Meeting 
House  is  the  oldest  black  church  in  New 
England  and  operated  under  a  coopera- 
tive agreement  between  the  Museum  of 
Afro-American  History  and  the  National 
Park  Service.  The  site  along  with  fifteen 
other  historic  sites  on  Beacon  Hill  is 
connected  by  the  Black  Heritage  Trail 


which  comprises  the  Boston  African 
American  National  Historic  Site.  Estab- 
lished in  1980,  this  unit  of  the  National 
Park  System  celebrates  the  history  of 
the  black  community  in  Boston  from  the 
Revolution  through  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury. 


NEW  POLICE  EXAMINATION 

Filing  deadline  September  9,  1983 

Commissioner  Joseph  M.  Jordan  an- 
nounced that  the  Massachusetts  Civil 
Service  Commission  will  hold  an  exami- 
nation for  the  position  of  municipal  po- 
lice officer,  including  Boston,  on 
October  1,  1983,  and  that  the  filing 
deadline  is  Friday,  September  9,  1983. 

In  making  the  announcement,  Com- 
missioner Jordan  said,  "since  the  first 
of  this  year  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment has  added  1 30  officers  to  the  force 
and  will  add  an  additional  fifty  officers 
within  the  next  two  months.  Positions 
are  becoming  available  because  of  the 
unusually  high  retirement  rate.  We  are 
now  seeing  the  World  War  II  and  Korean 
War  veterans  complete  their  thirty  years 
of  service  with  the  department. 

"To  ensure  that  the  department  at- 
tracts a  high  calibre  of  applicant  I  have 
directed  the  Personnel  Department  to 
spearhead  a  recruitment  drive  and  to 
set  up  a  number  of  special  recruiting 
teams.  These  teams  of  officers  have 
been  directed  to  go  out  into  the  neigh- 
borhoods of  the  city  and  actively  recruit 
potential  candidates.  It  is  my  desire  to 
see  that  the  residents  of  Boston  are 
served  by  the  finest  police  personnel 
anywhere  in  the  country,"  the  Commis- 
sioner said. 

The  Commissioner  also  pointed  out 
that  the  department  was  also  making  a 
special  effort  with  minority  recruitment 
and  that  Black  and  Hispanic  applicants 
were  being  encouraged. 

The  examination  is  open  to  all  resi- 
dents of  Boston  between  the  ages  of 
nineteen  and  thirty-two  who  are  high 
school  graduates,  possess  a  GED  cer- 
tificate or  v  ho  have  served  at  least  three 
years  in  thi  armed  forces  and  have  an 
honorable  discharge  or  release.  Appli- 
cants also  should  have  a  valid  Massa- 
chusetts driver's  license.

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ONE  WOMAN,  ONE  VOTE 

On  August  26,  1920,  the  nineteenth 
amendment  was  officially  added  to  the 
U.S.  Constitution.  It  guaranteed  women 
the  right  to  vote. 

But  the  history  of  the  movement  for 
women's  rights  in  this  country  goes 
back  farther  than  1920. 

The  first  Women's  Rights  Convention 
was  held  August  19-20,  1848,  in  Sen- 
eca Falls,  New  York,  and  was  spear- 
headed by  Elizabeth  Cady  Stanton,  a 
young  local  woman.  She  rocked  the 
country  by  offering  a  resolution  that 
women  be  allowed  to  vote. 

While  that  first  Women's  Rights  Con- 
vention was  being  held  in  Seneca  Falls, 
ten  miles  west  of  there,  Elizabeth  Black- 
well  had  already  broken  into  a  men's  do- 
main. In  1847  she  had  been  admitted, 
grudgingly,  to  Geneva  Medical  College, 
then  part  of  what  is  now  Hobart  and  Wil- 
liam Smith  Colleges  in  Geneva.  Today, 
classrooms  on  the  campus  overlooking 
Seneca  Lake  are  filled  with  women  stu- 
dents as  well  as  men,  but  in  the  1800s, 
Elizabeth  Blackwell  was  ostracized  by 
society  for  her  "unladylike  ambitions." 
However,  in  1849,  she  was  graduated  — 
America's  first  woman  physician. 

To  celebrate  the  efforts  of  these 
women,  as  well  as  the  ratification  of  the 
nineteenth  amendment,  Congress- 
women  Bella  Abzug  introduced  a  bill  to 
designate  August  26  as  Women's 
Equality  Day.  The  bill  became  Public 
Law  93-392  in  August  of  1974. 

Many  women  in  ever  increasing  num- 
bers exercise  that  right  to  vote  so  coura- 
geously fought  for  by  Ms.  Stanton  and 
others.

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MBTA  PARK  STREET 
ELEVATOR  REPAIRED 

MBTA  General  Manager  James  F. 
O'Leary  on  August  1 ,  said  that  the  tran- 
sit authority  has  repaired  and  improved 
the  Park  Street  Stattion  elevator  and  is 
investigating  additional  safety  mea- 
sures that  will  prevent  a  recurrence  of 
July  15th's  accident. 

"The  sequencing  of  the  elevator  has 
been  changed  so  that  the  elevator  cab 
will  always  remain  at  street  level  when 
not  in  use,"  said  O'Leary.  "In  addition, 
an  intercom  system  will  be  installed 
from  the  elevator  to  the  toll  collector  on 
duty." 

"O'Leary  said  that  the  MBTA  is  con- 
sidering other  measures  including  the 
installation  of  a  closed  circuit  television 
monitoring  system  and  the  implementa- 
tion of  a  key  card  security  system  per- 
mitting the  use  of  the  elevator  only  by 
those  persons  holding  cards  which 
would  be  issued  by  the  MBTA  and  social 
services  agencies. 

"MBTA  employees  on  duty  at  Park 
Street  have  been  ordered  to  frequently 
check  the  proper  operation  of  the  eleva- 
tor," noted  O'Leary. 

"The  Park  Street  elevator  has  been 
inspected  by  the  MBTA  and  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  and  the 
interlock  bar  which  prevents  the  door 
from  opening  when  the  cab  is  not 
present  is  in  proper  working  condition. 
The  vandals  went  to  great  lengths  to 
create  the  unsafe  conditions  on  July  1 5. 

"The  MBTA  is  firmly  committed  to  im- 
proving and  expanding  its  services  to 
handicapped  persons  despite  the  relax- 
ation of  federal  requirements  to  provide 
the  services.  Over  the  past  three  years, 
the  MBTA  has  more  than  doubled  the 
service  area  of  'The  Ride'  door-to-door 
van  service,  purchased  eighty-four 
transit  buses  equipped  with  wheelchair 
lifts,  and  is  installing  elevators  in  new 
stations  and  those  undergoing  modern- 
ization. 

"The  MBTA  will  continue  to  work  to- 
gether with  the  MBTA  Special  Needs 
Advisory  Committee  to  give  handi- 
capped persons  a  direct  role  in  the  deci- 
sion-making process  on  issues 
concerning  their  transportation  needs." 

O'Leary  said  that  handicapped  per- 
sons have  every  right  to  accessible  pub- 
lic transportation  that  is  safe  and 
secure.

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MAYOR  ANNOUNCES  GARAGE  SALE  PROCEEDS  TO  NEIGHBORHOODS 


Says  Boston  Latin  School  to  undergo  renovation,  Housing  Trust  to  be  established. 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  announced  that  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  Govern- 
ment Center  parking  garage  will  be  used  for  the  construction  and  rehabilitation  of 
low-  and  moderate-income  housing  in  addition  to  the  renovation  of  Latin  School 
and  development  of  a  permanent  home  for  Latin  Academy.  Disposition  of  the  ga- 
rage will  yield  $20,500,000  and  further  development  of  the  property,  when  com- 
pleted, will  provide  $1  million  a  year  in  property  taxes  to  the  city. 
Mayor  White  said,  "The  sale  of  the 


Government  Center  garage  represents 
a  continuation  of  our  policy  to  ensure 
that  the  benefits  of  the  downtown  devel- 
opment boom  are  shared  by  our  neigh- 
borhoods. This  is  the  first  of  what  the 
city  expects  will  be  a  series  of  sales  of 
facilities  that  developers  will  put  to  more 
productive  uses. 

"We  will  continue  to  tie  downtown  de- 
velopment directly  to  the  city's  ongoing 
efforts  to  increase  low-  and  moderate- 
income  housing  in  Boston.  In  addition, 
this  initiative  adds  another  important  el- 
ement —  funds  for  the  renovation  of  the 
Latin  School,  which  is  nearing  its  three 
hundred  fiftieth  anniversary,  and  the  de- 
velopment of  a  permanent  home  for  the 
Latin  Academy." 

In  addition  to  the  Government  Center 
garage,  the  city  will  derive  funds  from 
the  sale  to  developers  of  three  other  city 
garages.  Kilby  Street,  Fort  Hill  Square, 
and  St.  James  Avenue.  Overall,  $5  to 
$10  million  will  be  raised  for  the  con- 
struction and/or  rehabilitation  of  low-  to 
moderate-income  housing,  and  $15  to 
$34  million  for  renovation  and  develop- 
ment of  the  Latin  Schools. 

As  part  of  this  plan,  the  city  is  pres- 
ently establishing  the  Boston  Housing 
Development  Trust,  which  will  provide 
capital  for  housing  projects  serving  low- 
and  moderate-income  persons.  The 
fund  will  be  administered  by  the  city  and 
governed  by  a  managing  committee 
made  up  of  members  from  the  City 
Council,  the  Administration,  and  the 
Boston  Housing  Partnership. 

Plans  for  the  Latin  School  call  for  the 
renovation  of  the  existing  structure  and 


building  an  addition  which  will  include 
physical  education  facilities  and  other 
areas  that  will  enable  the  school  to  pro- 
vide programs  that  are  currently  limited 
or  prevented  by  lack  of  facilities. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity has  already  voted  its  approval  for  the 
disposition  of  the  Government  Center 
garage  to  the  development  firm,  Ri- 
chard H.  Rubin  Companies  of  Washing- 
ton, D.C.  The  company  is  currently 
developing  a  $50-million,  office  building 
on  Franklin  Street  and  has  developed 
numberous  office  properties  and  park- 
ing facilities  in  Washington,  D.C.  and 
suburban  Maryland. 

Rubin's  firm  would  spend  approxi- 
mately $15  million  in  improvements  to 
the  structure,  including  $2  million  or  so 
in  landscaping  areas  adjacent  to  the 
structure.  The  development  program 
calls  for  adding  153,000  square  feet  of 
office  space  to  the  garage  and  approxi- 
mately 25,000  feet  of  retail  space  on  the 
ground  floor.  The  present  1 ,865  parking 
spaces  in  the  garage  would  be  in- 
creased to  1 ,884  spaces. 

BRA  Director  Robert  J.  Ryan  said, 
"This  initial  recommendation  sets  in 
motion  a  process  that  will  generate  rev- 
enues the  city  needs  for  housing  and 
education.  At  the  same  time,  we  are  set- 
ting forth  terms  and  conditions  that  will 
result  in  new  brick  sidewalks,  trees,  and 
planters  in  and  around  the  adjacent 
streets.  The  design  guidelines  we  have 
required  will  insure  that  these  improve- 
ments enhance  the  structure  itself  and 
will  do  much  to  upgrade  pedestrian 
amenities  in  this  part  of  downtown." 


The  BRA  is  currently  considering  de- 
velopment proposals  for  the  three  other 
parking  garages,  on  Kilby  Street,  St. 
James  Avenue,  and  Fort  Hill  Square. 

According  to  estimates,  gross  pro- 
ceeds of  $35  to  $60  million  could  be  re- 
alized from  the  sale  of  the  four  garages. 
After  subtracting  $15  million  debt  serv- 
ice on  city  bonds,  the  city  expects  a  net 
of  from  about  $20  million  to  $45  million. 

This  announcement  is  the  latest  in  a 
series  of  initiatives  involving  neighbor- 
hood housing  for  low-  and  moderate-in- 
come persons.  Last  February,  the 
Mayor  announced  that  the  developer  of 
the  Arlington/Hadassah  project  (at 
Arlington  Street  and  Hadassah  Way  in 
the  Park  Plaza  project)  must  contribute 
at  least  $600,000  to  the  Boston  Housing 
Partnership,  Inc.,  a  public-private  cor- 
poration with  a  goal  of  providing  more 
low-  and  moderate-income  housing. 

Last  month,  the  $130  million  project 
at  Rowe's  and  Foster's  Wharves  on  the 
Boston  waterfront  was  tied  into  the  pro- 
duction of  low-  and  moderate-income 
housing  in  urban  renewal  sites  through- 
out the  city.  BRA  Director  Robert  J. 
Ryan  said  that  the  developers  would 
make  a  lease  payment  of  $2  million  a 
year  for  the  site,  and  that  $500,000  of 
this  amount  would  be  used  by  the  BRA 
each  year  to  help  produce  affordable 
housing  in  the  city. 

Other  initiatives  include  retargeting 
of  the  Community  Development  Block 
Grant  program  to  directly  address  the 
housing  needs  of  low-  and  moderate-in- 
come minority  neighborhoods. 

Mayor  White  said  that  the  city's  con- 
tinuing programs  to  improve  the  affor- 
dable housing  stock  in  the 
neighborhoods  and  to  address  capital 
improvement  programs  will  remain  in 
high  gear.  He  said  additional  announce- 
ments on  housing  and  neighborhood 
initiatives  will  be  made  over  the  next  six 
months. 


PROPOSALS  FOR  RESOURCE 
RECOVERY  FACILITY 

Public  Works  Commissioner  Joseph 
F.  Casazza  anounced  that  proposals  for 
the  construction  and  operation  of  a 
waste-to-energy  plant  for  the  disposal  of 
Boston's  solid  waste  have  been  re- 
ceived by  the  city.  The  deadline  for  sub- 
mission was  August  11  at  4  p.m.  The 
city  issued  the  original  request-for-de- 
velopers  in  April  of  this  year. 

Proposals  were  received  from  the  fol- 
lowing firms: 

APCI/BFI,  A  joint  venture  of  Air  Prod- 
ucts and  Chemicals  of  Allentown,  Penn- 
sylvania, and  Browning-Ferris 
Industries,  Houston,  Texas. 

The  Boston  Resource  Recovery 
Group,  Boston,  Mass. 

Energy  Answers  Corporation,  Al- 
bany, New  York. 

Ogden-Martin  Systems,  Incorpo- 
rated, Rosemont,  Illinois. 

Signal  Resco,  Incorporated,  Des 
Plaines,  Illinois. 

Proposals  will  be  reviewed  by  a  spe- 
cial evaluation  team  comprised  of  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner,  the  Dep- 
uty Mayor  for  fiscal  affairs,  and  the  city's 
Corporation  Counsel.  The  evaluation 
team  also  includes  CSI  Resources,  Inc. 
and  Rackemann  Sawyer  and  Brewster 
of  Boston,  and  Government  Finance 
Associates  and  Kidder  Peabody  &  Com- 
pany of  New  York  City.  CSI  Resources, 
Inc.  worked  with  the  city  to  develop  and 
implement  the  procurement  plan. 

The  evaluation  team  met  for  the  first 
time  to  begin  analyzing  the  business,  fi- 
nancial and  technical  aspects  of  all  the 
proposals.  It  is  expected  that  the  team 
will  complete  its  evaluation  by  early 
September.  Based  on  the  evaluation 
and  subsequent  negotiations  the  Public 
Works  Commissioner  will  make  his  final 
recommendation  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  in  late  October.  The  city  expects 
the  plant  to  be  in  commercial  operation 
by  1986. 

In  making  the  original  announcement 
of  Boston's  plans  for  a  resource  recov- 
ery faclility,  mayor  Kevin  H.  White  said, 
"It  makes  good  environmental  and  eco- 
nomic sense  to  begin  plans  for  a  re- 
source recovery  plant  in  Boston. 
Instead  of  burying  wastes  in  landfills, 
and  depleting  valuable  land,  we  can 
use  the  waste  to  produce  energy;  and, 
over  time,  save  in  waste  disposal  costs. 

The  city  expects  to  dispose  of  approx- 
imately 600  tons  of  residential  waste  per 


day  at  the  facility  which,  depending  on 
size,  could  accommodate  commercial 
waste,  too.  Presently  the  city  pays  more 
than  $5  million  yearly  to  disposal  facili- 
ties and  more  than  $7  million  to  collect 
and  trasport  residential  waste  to  sites 
up  to  50  miles  away.  The  facility  will  pro- 
vide twenty-years  disposal  service  to 
the  city. 


SUNDAY  HOURS 
AT  SCIENCE  MUSEUM 

The  Museum  of  Science  in  Boston 
will  stay  open  until  7  p.m.  on  the  next 
two  Sundays  (August  28  and  Septem- 
ber 4),  giving  visitors  two  extra  hours  to 
enjoy  the  numerous  exhibits  and  live 
demonstrations. 

There  will  be  an  extra  showing  at  6 
p.m.  of  the  popular  lightning  program, 
featuring  the  giant  Van  de  Graaff  gener- 
ator which  emits  electrical  sparks  up  to 
15-feet  long. 

Museum  officials  said  the  extension 
of  Sunday  hours  was  prompted  by  the 
numbers  of  tourists  and  others  who  ar- 
rived too  late  in  the  afternoon  to  see 
more  than  a  small  portion  of  the  muse- 
um's attractions.

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$32  MILLION  UNITED  WAY'S 
'83  GOAL 

The  United  Way's  Board  of  Directors 
has  set  a  1983  campaign  goal  of  $32 
million,  a  14.8  percent  increase  over  the 
beginning  "card  value"  of  the  drive. 
Card  value  is  a  figure  established  by  de- 
leting from  last  year's  campaign  result 
one-time-only  gifts;  contributions  from 
major,  individual  givers  who  have 
passed  away;  corporate  and  employee 
gifts  of  organizations  which  have  either 
moved  or  gone  out  of  business;  and 
known  major  cutbacks  in  personnel  in 
firms  or  organizations  contributing  to 
United  Way  in  1982. 

Major  factors  taken  into  account  in 
setting  the  1983  goal: 

Rising  Human  Service  Needs:  Alloca- 
tions request  to  provide  human  service 
for  1983  from  the  existing  176  United 
Way  agencies  exceeded  by  $4  million 
the  amount  United  Way  could  allocate 
for  the  year.  Also,  applications  for  sup- 
port in  1 984  have  come  from  thirty-three 
more  agencies,  asking  for  a  total  of  $1 .2 
million. 

Further,  recent  statistics  confirm  that 
human  service  needs  continue  to  rise, 
in  some  cases  sharply.  For  example, 
since  1979,  reported  cases  of  child 
abuse  and  neglect  are  up  41  percent; 
single  parent  families  with  children  un- 
der six  years  of  age  are  up  38  percent 
since  1970;  more  than  100,000  adoles- 
cents in  the  state  are  problem  drinkers; 
and  40  percent  of  all  mothers  with  chil- 
dren under  six  work  outside  the  home. 

Government  Cutbacks:  Although 
service  providers  do  not  expect  major 
cutbacks  in  public  funds  in  1983,  agen- 
cies are  still  feeling  the  effects  of  recent 
reductions  in  governmental  spending 
for  human  services. 

For  example,  in  a  recent  survey  of 
thirty-one  selected  United  Way  agen- 
cies undertaken  earlier  this  year,  it  was 
discovered  that  twenty-three  have  sus- 
tained cutbacks  or  been  level-funded  in 
the  amounts  of  their  government  sup- 
port. The  effects  of  cutbacks  are  obvi- 
ous, but  even  level-funding,  because  of 
rising  costs  of  services,  recent  inflation, 
and  increased  demand  for  services, 
has  had  serious  effects  on  the  ability  of 
agencies  to  deliver  services  to  those  in 
need. 

Private  Sector  Response:  Calls  for  in- 
crease voluntary  giving,  both  on  the  cor- 
porate and  individual  levels,  have  come 
from  many  groups  within  the  private

sector  itself  in  the  past  few  years,  in- 
cluding the  Business  Roundtable,  the 
Conference  Board,  and  the  President's 
Task  Force  on  Private  Sector  Initiatives. 
Specifically,  the  President's  Task  Force 
recommended  that,  within  the  next  four 
years  (beginning  in  1982),  corporations 
and  individuals  double  their  cash  contri- 
butions to  non-profit  organizations.  Fur- 
ther, it  recommended  that  corporations 
reassess  the  patterns  and  directions  of 
their  cash  gifts  and  other  forms  of  public 
involvement,  to  ensure  that  the  most 
pressing  human,  social,  and  economic 
needs  of  the  people  are  met. 

Fund-Raising  Potential:  Although  the 
United  Way  of  Massachusetts  Bay  has 
registered  significant  gains  in  employee 
giving  (now  accounting  for  about  63 
percent  of  all  funds  raised),  less  than  25 
percent  of  all  employed  persons  among 
United  Way  prospects  in  the  Massachu- 
setts Bay  area  give  Fair  Share. 

The  full  Fair  Share  potential,  for  more 
than  700,000  employees  in  the  3,000 
largest  corporations,  governmental 
agencies,  and  non-profit  organizations, 
is  nearly  $60  million  —  almost  three  and 
one-half  times  the  amount  now  being 
raised  in  employee  gifts.  (Fair  Share  giv- 
ing is  one  hour's  pay  per  month  on  an 
annual  basis  from  each  employed  per- 
son.) 

Corporate  giving,  now  accounting  for 
about  29  percent  of  funds  raised,  has 
not  kept  pace  with  recent  inflation  rates. 
An  estimate  of  1 983  corporate  requests, 
with  no  firm  being  asked  for  less  than  1 5 
percent  than  it  gave  in  1982,  indicates 
requests  totalling  more  the  $12  million 
—  or  $4  million  more  than  was  raised 
last  year. 

Further,  per  capita  giving  to  the 
United  Way  of  Massachusetts  Bay  is 
nearly  50  percent  below  the  national  av- 
erage of  giving  to  United  Way.  Of  thirty- 
seven  United  Way  campaigns  across 
the  country  raising  $9  million  or  more, 
the  United  Way  of  Massachusetts  Bay 
ranks  thirty-fifth  in  per  capita  giving.  Of 
the  same  thirty-seven  United  Ways,  cor- 
porate giving  per  employee  ranks 
twenty-fifth. 


FOCUS  ON  SMALL  BUSINESS

Q.  Is  there  any  way  I  can  finance  the 
expansion  of  my  business  without  hav- 
ing to  obtain  loans  or  outside  capital? 


A.  One  of  the  easiest  methods  of 
business  financing  is  internal  —  allow- 
ing the  business  to  generate  its  own 
capital.  According  to  the  accounting 
firm  experts,  there  are  three  essential 
steps  to  internal  financing: 

1.  Accelerating  accounts-receivable 
collections.  Failure  to  receive  payments 
on  time  means  the  company  faces  a  de- 
lay in  use  of  those  monies.  On  the  other 
hand,  strict  credit  policies  and  practices 
can  scare  away  clients.  Accountants, 
therefore,  recommend  promoting  the 
use  of  cash  discount  policies  as  an  in- 
centive for  on-time  payments. 

2.  Optimizing  trade  credit  arrange- 
ments. For  both  new  firms  and  existing 
companies,  suppliers  can  be  an  excel- 
lent source  of  credit.  Many  times,  espe- 
cially in  an  economic  downturn  or 
seasonal  slump,  suppliers  with  weak 
demand  are  eager  to  expand  their  base 
with  new  customers.  One  of  the  keys  to 
successful  credit  management  is  the 
ability  to  pay  on  the  last  possible  date 
without  damaging  credit  relations. 
Thus,  companies  should  consider 
shopping  around  for  potential  suppliers 
for  the  best  credit  terms. 

3.  Improving  inventory  turnover.  A 
company  cannot  earn  a  return  on  idle 
inventory.  A  careful  review  of  the  order- 
ing and  stocking  process  can  result  in 
more  efficient  and  less  expensive  man- 
agement. The  best  criteria  for  examin- 
ing the  efficiency  of  a  company's 
inventory,  is  its  turnover  rate  —  how 
long  the  inventory  remains  on  hand. 

A  company's  objective  should  be  a 
high  turnover. 


CONSTRUCTION  TRADE  SKILLS 
REGISTRATION  DRIVE 

The  City  of  Boston's  Neighborhood 
Development  and  Employment  Agency 
(NDEA)  announces  the  launching  of  the 
Construction  Trade  Skills  Bank  registra- 
tion drive  of  Boston  residents  skilled  in 
construction  trades. 

To  support  the  city's  Resident  Job  Hir- 
ing Policy  requiring  development  of  city- 
assisted  projects  to  hire  Boston 
residents  in  50  percent  of  all  construc- 
tion jobs,  the  citywide  drive  is  register- 
ing skilled  workers  in  the  NDEA  Skills 
Bank. 

The  Skills  Bank  will  act  as  a  ready  re- 
ferral source  to  assist  developers  in 
meeting  their  employment  goals.  It 


aims  not  to  replace  traditional  contrac- 
tor/union recruitment  practices,  but  to 
supplement  these  practices  so  that  de- 
velopers achieve  full,  resident-hiring 
compliance. 

NDEA  Director  Paul  S.  Grogan  said, 
"Developed  as  part  of  the  city's  efforts 
to  assure  neighborhood  residents 
greater  access  to  downtown  develop- 
ment job  opportunities,  the  Skills  Bank 
will  be  additional  resource  for  devel- 
opers and  contractors,  acting  as  an  ad- 
junct to  standard  construction  hiring 
practices.  We  view  this  resource  as  a 
very  positive  vehicle  for  the  city,  devel- 
opers and  the  construction  industry  to 
accomplish  our  mutual  goal  of  securing 
jobs  for  our  residents." 

Grogan  noted  that  currently  31  per- 
cent of  the  contstruction  jobs  are  being 
awarded  to  Boston  residents  and  added 
"we  expect  the  percent  of  residents 
capturing  these  jobs  to  increase,  due  to 
the  Skills  Bank." 

The  drive  seeks  to  register  both  em- 
ployed and  unemployed  Boston  resi- 
dents with  work  experience  in  any  of  the 
construction  trades.

TREES  NEED  WATER,  TOO! 

Your  trees  may  be  showing  the  effects 
of  this  unusually  hot  summer  and  its 
drought-like  conditions.  The  Boston 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department  has 
a  few  tips  to  insure  the  beauty  of  your 
arborous  friends,  not  only  for  this  sum- 
mer, but  for  seasons  to  come. 

According  to  the  city's  Superintend- 
ent of  Horticulture,  Mike  Conners,  the 
recent  rainfall  has  not  properly  pene- 
trated the  soil,  resulting  in  a  lack  of 
moisture  to  the  trees.  The  following  pro- 
cedure will  help  alleviate  this  problem: 

•  Begin  by  loosening  the  soil  around 
the  tree. 

•  Apply  several  buckets  of  water 
daily  for  four  to  five  days. 

•  Follow  through  with  this  procedure 
weekly.

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ESQUIRE  NECKWEAR 
MOVING  TO  DORCHESTER 

Esquire,  Neckwear,  Inc.,  a  seventy- 
one-year-old  Boston  tie  manufacturer  is 
moving  half  of  its  operations  from  down- 
town to  a  Dorchester  industrial  park. 

On  July  15,  Esquire  broke  ground  for 
its  new  building  at  the  Alsen-Mapes  In- 
dustrial Park,  one  of  three  parks  owned 
and  managed  by  EDIC/Boston,  the 
city's  Economic  Development  and  In- 
dustrial Corporation. 

Esquire  will  build  a  20,400  square- 
foot  building  at  the  park  for  its  Wicket, 
Ltd.  division.  Construction  will  take  four 
months,  and  is  being  done  by  Condyne, 
Inc.  Within  three  years,  the  building  will 
be  expanded  to  40,000  square  feet  and 
Esquire  will  join  Wicket  at  the  park. 

The  $526,000  financial  package  for 
the  project  was  assembled  by  EDIC.  It 
includes: 

—  A  $250,000  industrial  revenue 
bond  purchased  by  Teradyne,  Inc. 
(Wicket's  present  landlord)  and  issued 
by  the  Boston  Industrial  Development 
Financing  Authority,  an  affiliate  of 
EDIC.  Industrial  revenue  bonds  gener- 
ally have  an  interest  rate  of  70  to  80  per- 
cent of  the  prime  rate,  and  in  Esquire's 
case,  the  rate  is  8  percent  for  1 0  years. 

—  A  $157,800  Targeted  Revolving 
Loan  from  another  EDIC  affiliate,  the 
Boston  Local  Development  Corpora- 
tion. This  is  a  twenty-year  loan  at  6.5 
percent.  BLDC  loans  are  generally  2 
percent  below  the  federal  discount  rate 
with  a  floor  of  6.25  percent. 

—  Company  equity  of  $1 1 8,000. 
The  financial  package  which  EDIC 

put  together  for  the  company  is  typical 
of  the  types  of  loans  the  agency  offers. 
All  are  low-interest,  long-term  loans  for 
fixed  assets,  and  in  many  cases,  the 
company's  down  payment  may  be  less 
than  10  percent  of  the  total  loan  pack- 
age. 

"The  beauty  of  these  programs  is 
their  flexibility,"  said  Ann  E.  Hoffman, 
deputy  director  for  financial  services. 
"They  can  be  coupled  with  an  industrial 
revenue  bond,  a  conventional  loan  or  a 
variety  of  other  fixed-asset  lending  pro- 
grams. The  result  is  a  lower  interest  rate 
and  a  longer  repayment  term  than  a 
conventional  loan." 

In  the  past  three  years,  the  Boston  Lo- 
cal Development  Corporation  has  as- 
sembled over  $10  million  in  loans  to 
twenty-two  different  Boston  companies. 


The  result  has  been  over  500  new  jobs. 

By  1983,  the  Boston  Industrial  Devel- 
opment Financing  Authority  had  issued 
over  $80  million  in  industrial  revenue 
bonds  to  forty-four  companies  and  cre- 
ated 3,500  new  jobs. 

"Smaller  companies,  like  Esquire, 
have  special  needs,  and  in  Boston, 
firms  employing  less  than  100  people 
dominate  the  economy,"  said  Brian  F. 
Dacey,  EDIC  director.  "Most  of  these 
businesses  are  located  in  the  city's 
neighborhoods.  They  supply  jobs  for 
the  community  and  help  keep  the  neigh- 
borhoods alive." 

Esquire  Neckwear  is  a  family  busi- 
ness, which  has  bought  out  several 
smaller  tie  makers  over  the  years,  in- 
cluding Hewes  and  Potter,  and  Rivetz  of 
Boston.  Esquire  retained  the  employ- 
ees of  those  companies  and  is  now  a  $5 
million  a  year  business. 

Together,  Esquire  and  Wicket  employ 
114  people.  Seventy-two  percent  of  its 
workforce  are  Boston  residents;  74  per- 
cent are  minority. 


PARKS  AND  RECREATION  EVENTS 
FOR  THE  HANDICAPPED 

The  Boston  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department's  Camp  Joy  program  is 
completing  a  successful  1983  season. 
Camp  Joy,  the  therapeutic  recreation 
program  for  handicapped  children  and 
adults,  was  established  over  thirty-five 
years  ago.  It  is  considered  to  be  one  of 
the  finest  municipally  run  programs  of 
its  type  in  the  country. 

The  program  offered  many  special 
events  throughout  the  summer.  On  July 
20th,  over  300  participants  were  invited 
to  a  private  showing  of  Superman  III. 
The  film,  which  was  shown  at  the  Circle 
Cinema,  was  sponsored  by  Redstone 
Management. 

The  annual  Camp  Joy  Picnic  was 
held  on  July  27th.  This  event,  which  is 
sponsored  by  the  Boston  Parks  and 
Recreation  Department  and  the  West 
Roxbury  Knights  of  Columbus  Council, 
No.  3049,  was  held  at  the  Christian  Her- 
ter  Park  in  Brighton.  The  event  featured 
Ronald  McDonald,  the  WBZ  Marching 
Band,  Sheraton  Corporation's 
"Weathersbee  the  Grasshopper,"  mem- 
bers of  the  Boston  Breakers,  Nabisco's 
"Mr.  Peanuts,"  and  the  MDC  Police 
boat. 


Banana  Split  Day  was  held  on  August 
3rd.  This  event,  which  is  sponsored  by 
the  Boston  Parks  and  Recreation  De- 
partment, Chiquita  Brands  and 
Brighams,  was  a  "dream  come  true"  to 
many  of  the  campers.  They  all  had  an 
opportunity  to  create  and  eat  their  own 
banana  splits. 

Additional  Camp  Joy  events  included 
Boston  Harbor  cruises,  visits  to  the  New 
England  Aquarium  and  the  Museum  of 
Science,  and  rides  on  the  historic  Bos- 
ton Swan  Boats. 


RIDE  FOR  HUNGER 

On  the  last  leg  of  their  38,000-mile, 
cross-country  "Ride  for  Life,"  thirty- 
eight  young  men  and  women,  most  of 
them  Harvard  undergraduates,  will  be 
bicycling  through  southern  New  York 
and  New  England. 

The  trip,  which  began  June  15  in  Se- 
attle, Washington,  was  organized  to 
help  raise  funds  for  OxFam  America,  an 
international  hunger  relief  organization 
based  in  Boston.  The  riders  so  far  have 
received  more  than  $70,000  in  gifts  and 
pledges  to  combat  world  hunger. 

As  the  riders  crossed  the  country, 
they  received  a  warm  welcome  in  most 
of  the  towns  and  cities  along  their  route. 
They  slept  in  churches,  community  cen- 
ters, schools,  and  private  homes  and 
were  entertained  at  barbecues,  picnics, 
and  church  suppers.

Gasoline 

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

For  the  past  several  years  the  city  has  purchas- 
ed its  gasoline  from  the  Mobil  Oil  Corporation 
because  of  the  "existing  supplier"  requirement 
under  the  Federal  Emergency  Petroleum  Act  which 
required  the  city  to  purchase  gasoline  from  its  ex- 
isting suppliers  at  the  time  this  act  became  effec- 
tive. This  legislation  expired  in  1980  and  th  city's 
gasoline  requirements  for  fiscal  year  1982  were 
purchased  from  Mobil  because  of  unstable  market 
conditions  both  here  and  abroad. 

Market  conditions  are  still  unstable,  thereby 
creating  uncertainty  as  to  the  most  advantageous 
way  to  purchase  the  city's  annual  requirements  of 
gasoline  for  fiscal  year  1983.  The  two  major  con- 
siderations are  price  and  certainty  of  supply;  also 
to  be  considered  are  the  large  number  of  locations, 
some  of  which  require  relatively  small  quantities  of 
gasoline  or  are  difficult  to  service  because  of  nar- 
row streets. 

After  consideration  of  all  of  the  factors  involved, 
it  is  my  opinion  that  no  useful  purpose  would  be 
served  by  publicly  advertising  for  bids  and  that  it 
would  be  in  the  city's  best  interests  to  award  a  con- 
tract to  Mobil.  Mobil  is  a  major  oil  company  and, 
in  my  judgment,  can  best  protect  the  city  against 
excessive  costs  and  assure  future  deliveries.  It  has 
also  satisfactorily  demonstrated  its  ability  to  service 
the  various  locations  by  its  performance  in  past 
years. 

Your  permission  is  therefore  requested  to  award 
a  contract,  without  advertising,  to  Mobil  Oil  Cor- 
poration, New  York,  in  the  estimated  amount  of 
$2,620,200,  a  cost  I  consider  reasonable.  Mobil's 
terms  for  payment  are  net  fifteen  days  after  receipt 
of  summary  billing  by  the  using  department.  This 
estimated  amount  is  for  the  purchase  of  approx- 
imately 2,200,000  gallons  of  gasoline,  which  will  be 
used  by  the  various  city  department  during  the 
period  July  1,  1982,  to  June  30,  1983. 

The  prices  per  gallon  will  be  based  upon  tank 
wagon  prices  posted  daily  at  Mobil's  East  Boston 
Terminal,  plus  State  Excise  Tax,  presently  at  $.108 
per  gallon.  Current  prices  are:  Mobil  regular  at 
$1,083  per  gallon,  tank  wagon  price,  plus  excise 
tax;  Mobil  unleaded  at  $1,043  per  gallon,  tank 
wagon  price,  plus  excise  tax;  Mobil  regular  at 
$1  063  per  gallon,  tank  truck  price,  plus  excise  tax; 
Mobil  unleaded  at  $1,023  per  gallon,  tank  truck 
price,  plus  excise  tax. 

These  prices  reflect  a  discount  of  $.02  per  gallon 
on  large  tank  truck  deliveries  to  the  Public  Works 
Department  for  approximately  350,000  gallons  of 
gasoline  during  fiscal  year  1983.
